St. Louis, April 6tb.—Mrs. M. A. Crab­ 
tree, in a letter, announces that her daughter, 
whose full name is Lotta Mignon Crabtree, 
will not play for two years, but will spend 
that time in Europe and seek medical treat­ 
ment for the restoration of her voice. 
If the

T he C o u n tin g o f th e C ash. 
W ashington, April 6 th .—The committee 
examining the condition of the United States 
Treasury are making rapid progress. The 
bonds held to secure the circulation of national 
banks, the bonds held as security for public 
deposits, and the bonds of the Ir dian trust 
fund, have been counted, and found to agree 
with the amount called for. All the odds 
and ends have been closed up, and the work 
now before the committee is a straight count 
of the sealed packages of reserve United 
States notes and bags ot siver coin. There 
are 1,350 packages of notes. 
Each package 
contains 4,000 notes. There are about 2,500 
bags of silver, each bag containing §1 000. 
The count will not be finished for two weeks. 
The members of the committee say the 
Treasury is in good shape in every respect. 
T h e J e a n n e tte In v e stig a tio n . 
W ashington, April 6,h.—The Jeannette 
Court of Inquiry convened to-day. 
The 
Judge Advocate announced that he had re­ 
ceived a communication from Dr. Collins, in­ 
closing thirty-five questions, which he desired 
to have put to witnesses. 
Fireman Bartlett 
was called, and the questions read to him. Io 
reply, the witness stated in substance that 
Collins was treated exactly the same as the 
other officers. The witness was of the opin­ 
ion that the trip to Belun might have beea 
made sooner, but it would have been at­ 
tended with great suffering, and he believed 
that, taking all things into consideration, 
everything was done that could have been 
dene to rescue De Long’s party. 


T he C h ilean s In P e rn . 
N ew Y o rk , April 6th.—Tfie TJorM, re­ 
ferring to its Lima correspondence, asserts 
that the position of the Chileans in Peru is 
full of peril. The guerrilla forces, if indeed 
they are not to be called the army, of Gen­ 
eral Caceres, can no longer be regarded with 
indifference by the Chilean garrison of Lima. 
A skirmish, from which the Chileans have 
not come off with advantage, occurred be­ 
tween the outposts of Caceres and the Chile­ 
ans three weeks ago, within three miles of 
the Peruvian capital. 
Meanwhile, a deadly 
epidemic, invited by the debauchery and 
recklessness of the Chilean troops, has broken 
out among the garrisons on the coast. A 
single serious military disaster to the Chileans 
it is obvious would bring the Peravians to 
arms all over the country, and the silly at­ 
tempt which the Chilean Government is 
making to manufacture a pasteboard Peru­ 
vian President ont of discredited and insig­ 
nificant Iglesias, bears witness to the anxiety 
and disquiet, if not to the positive alarm, of 
the Chilean Government at the condition into 
which it has allowed itself to be drawn by 
yielding to the extravagant and senseless 
rapacity of the worst element in Chilean 
society. 
T h e C e n tra l A m e ric a n S tates. 
Chicago, April 6th.—S. A. Batres, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the United States from the Republic of 
Guatemala, was in this city yesterday on his 
way to Washington. He will likewise look 
after the interests of the Republic (f San Sal­ 
vador at the same time. 
Senor Batres said 
his trip from Panama was not without its 
pleasant features, and as soon as the steamer 
arrived in San Francisco be was so weil 
pleased with that city that be and his fam­ 
ily spent several days there. 
“ You look for the confederation of the 
Central American Republics, do you not ?” 
“ We believe that ia not far off. 
Presi­ 
dent Barrios, of Guatemala, looks upon such 
a confederation as the hope and aim of hia 
life. 
When these republics are united as one 


nation, there is no daiger of patty strifes or 
domestic discords. 
I lave given the pr< ject 
my warm aud energetic support, and know 
o-hers, prominent in the several Central 
American republics, will never weary until 
there is found a successful issue.” 
A Case o f M isplaced C onfidence. 
N ew Y ork, April 6;h.—A case which 
seems like an attempt to establish slavery in 
this country under the British law, attracted 
considerable attention in the Jefferson Police 
Court yesterday. The cause of the dispute 
was a 14-year-jld Malay, who had been 
Bhipped while an infant with a load of coolies 
from Calcutta to British Guiana. The child 
bad been indentured to Mrs. Emily Donnelly, 
who then lived in Guiana, but who came to 
this city a few years ago, bringing the boy 
with her. Since then be has been used as a 
servant by different people to whom he was 
lent by Mrs. Donnel.y, 
He finally was 
loaned to Mrs. Julia Moore, managing a pri­ 
vate school, and when Mrs. Donnelly de­ 
manded him back on the ground that he was 
her slave, an issue wai made in a Justice’s 
Court, aud the Justice sent the case to a 
higher tribnnal and sent the child in the 
meantime to the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, 
T he New F o n a l L aw . 
W a s h in g to n , April 6th.—It is estimated 
by persons thoroughly familiar with the sub­ 
ject, that under the new law reducing letter 
postage and regulating tie pay of Postmas­ 
ters, the receipts of not more than one office 
in every four, on a general average, will be in 
excess of the Postmastars’ salaries. 
Under 
the existing law, it is said all postoffices, 
however insignificant, contributed about two- 
fifths of their receipts to the Government. 
In d ia n s W a n te d for a C irru s. 
W a sh in g to n , April 6th.—Information has 
been received at the Wasnington office to the 
effect that pirties are on the Pine Ridge 
reservation endeavoring to indnce some of 
the Sioux Indians to leave the reservation 
and join a circus, 
Indian 
Commissioner 
Price telegraphed agent McGillicuddy that 
no one had a right to take Indians off tbe 
reservation, and he was instructed to use all 
peaceable means to preveU parties from doing 
so. 
“ A d iro n d a c k ” M u rray . 
N ew Y ork, April 6 ,h.—The Rev. W. H. 
H. Murray, of Adirondack fame, arrived in 
this city on Wednesday from San Autonio, 
Texas, alone. 
He was questioned this even­ 
ing about the report that he had run away 
from San Antonio, leaving $12,000 of debts. 
He said the report was 11 a lie from top to 
bottom.” “ I left San Antonio,” he said, 
"Saturday morning last, in the most open 
manner. 
At 10 o’clock I was in Court, and I 
went from there directly to the train. 
Fully 
fifty persons tOjWhom I was personally known 
were on the tram, and I did not leave it un­ 
til I reached Washington, where I stopped 
over a few hours, and then came on here. 
“ Did you leave debts of §12,000 ?’ 
“ I do not owe §500 in Texas, all told, nor 
did I promise to meet any creditors on the 
afternoon of the day I left. No creditors 
asked me for pay. Tht story about my fe­ 
male amanuensis,” Mr. Murray continued, 
“ is absolutely false. I have been entirely 
alone fur the two years and a half that I have 
been in Texas. 
I passed the last month at 
the house of my lawyer. 
I came on here 
alone. No man holds iny note for §2,500. 
I 
never had a ranch in Texas, and never bred 
cattle there. 
I never failed in a newspaper 
there, and I never wrote a line for a newspa­ 
per in that State.” 
J n y C o u ld ’* New Y acht. 
P h il a d e lph ia, April 6;h.—A large party 
of New York men will arrive to-morrow 
morning on a special train, to witness the 
launch of Jay Gould's yacht Atlanta.

yet only the wood and iron skin of the craft 
is on tbe ways.

A tte m p te d T ra la W reck in g . 
S t . L o u is, April 6cb.—An attempt was 
made to wreck a train on the Missouri and 
Pacific Railway, sixteen miles north of Den- 
tor, Tex , yesterday morning, but luckily no 
harm was done. 
It is thought it was not the 
design to wreck the passenger train, but to 
stop tbe train en route to Mexico having on 
board §100,000 to pay the construction hands 
on the Mexican Central Railway, 
A negro 
who was discovered near the obstruction was 
arrested and taken to jail. This is the second 
time the track has been obstructed in the 
same place. 
I ts lle r E x p lo sio n . 
N ewbern (N. C.), April 6th.—A boiler ex­ 
ploded at the factoiy of George Bishop last 
evening. The engineer and fireman were both 
killed. The bouse of Isaiah Wood, 100 yards 
distant, was destroyed, and Mrs. Wood was 
fatally irjared. 
Two of the employes of the 
factory were hurt by the flying bricks. 
Half 
of the factory was demolished, and all the 
houses in the vicinity were more or less dam­ 
aged. 
T he S ta r R o u te E x a m in a tio n . 
W ashington, April 6th.—The examina­ 
tion of John Dorsey was continued to-day in 
the star route trial. 
W itDess was asked why he had written his 
brother that he regarded the Tongne river 
route to he worth $100,000 for the contract 
term. 
He_ answered that the statement 
showed his ignorance of the business of run­ 
ning mail routes. 
Witness conld not identify 
his brother’s handwriting ; had not received 
a letter from him Bince December, 1878 ; nor 
did he know Peck’s signature. The testi­ 
mony of witness closed with a denial of any 
evil intentions in making the affidavits con­ 
nected with the routes. Adjourned until 
Monday. 
Much amusement was created in the Court­

B raidwood (III), April 6th.—The verdict 
of the Coroner’s jury in the case of the miners 
drowned in the Diamond mine recites tbe 
facts, and states that no blame can attach to 
anyone, as the accident was such as is liable 
to happen to any mine under like circum­ 
stances. 
The shaft has been open for volunteers to 
continue the search since Monday, bat as 
none appeared, the work of taking up the 
truck rails and other property in the mine 
began to-day, with a view to the abandon­ 
ment of the shaft. 
A petition to Governor Hamilton, signed 
by the relatives of thoee whose bodies are yet 
entombed, and praying fora further search, is 
in circulation.

Chairman, and E. L. Kelley Secretary of the 
Conference. After prayer by Rev. Joseph 
Smith, the following were appointed a Com­ 
mittee on Credentials : Herman S. Smith, 
Hiram Bronson.

THE CLOSING GAME. 
C hicago, April ti:h.—The closing game o^ 
the tournament, to decide the world’s cham 
pionsbip at the balk-line game, was played 
this evening to an audience which literally 
packed Central Music Hall to tbe doors. 
The players were Maurice Vignaux and J a ­ 
cob Schaefer. The characteristic points of 
the game were nervousness on the part of 
both players, a fine rally toward the close by 
Schaefer, after Vignaux, through extreme 
nervousness, failed to profit by two or three 
good opportunities to win. So nervous, in­ 
deed, was he, that he could not retain 
his seat while his opponent was play­ 
ing, 
but moved 
excitedly 
about, 
while 
perspiration 
stood 
out in 
great drops 
upon 
his forehead. 
Schaefer won 
the 
lead, and chose the black ball. 
He failed 
to count on the first stroke, and was followed 
by Vignaux with a run of 11. Then Schaefer 
gathered 38 on his string. 
Vignaux made 4 
in his second inning, leaving the balls in a 
bad p isition, and Scbaefer failed to count. 
The first point of special interest was by Vig- 
uaux in his fifth inning, when, haviog con­ 
quered for a time his nervousness in the 
previous innings, he ran 139. 
The game then 
stood : Schaefer 79, Vignaux 175. 8chaefer 
then took the balls, and by the most brilliant 
play conceivable, including open and close 
caroms, around the table draws, masses and 
rail nursing, amassed a total of 220 
The 
call then stood: Schaefer 299, Vignaux 
175. The next notable performance by Vig- 
naux was in the eighth inning, in which he 
counted 77, and in the twelfth, when he 
scored 109 
Schaefer made small runs until 
the 17i.fr, when he added 95 points by rapid 
play. 
The score then stood 448 to 423 in 
Schaefer’s favor. 
In the eighteenth inning 
Vignaux made 52, and both began to show 
great nervousness, making small runs and 
misses. 
In the last half of the twentieth 
inning, with I he game standing 492—a tie— 
Vignaux had the balls where he should have 
made the game easily ; but an over-careful 
play caused him to miss au easy stroke on 
the eighteenth shot. 
Schaefer opened his 
twenty-first (inning 
with 108 
necessary 
to win the game. The balls were in a bad 
position, but tbe little man succeeded in 
making a count, aud after a few shots got tbe 
balls together near the rail. From that 
point to the eud of his play his achievements 
were most brilliant, defying 
description. 
Again end again the balls broke badly for 
him ; but he took every chance, however, 
and with more nerve in the face of trying 
circumstances brought them together again, 
and ran the game out amid great and deserved 
applauft.

Venus, Helen, Cleopatra, the berhymed 
women of the whole world, did any of 
them ever get such beautiful epithetB as 
the early Church devised for the M adonna! 
Venus is “ laughter-loving,” but Mary is 
“ cause for joy,” and Helen, “ golden;” 
but Msry, an “ ivory tower 
Cleopatra, 
“ trium phant,” and “ the eastern s ta r;” 
but Mary, “ the refuge for Binners, morn­ 
ing star, gate of heaven, mystical rose.” 
I contrasted the enormous difficulty with 
which Protestant churches start and main­ 
tain sewing circles among the young women 
of their congregations, with the apparent 
ease in the organization of this Society. 
About fifty new members went to kneel at 
the altar rails to be enrolled, and each re­ 
ceived some symbol to hang about her neck 
and a large photograph of Murillo’s “ Im ­ 
maculate Conception,” and each will per­ 
sonally try to live up to her necklace and 
her Madonna, and the Society will flourish, 
and do work and grow rioh. 
W hat is the 
secret of it ? Miss Sybil Sanderson is one 
of the honorary members of the Choral 
Circle of the Society.

soon.

INTERESTING FACT8 
ABOUT HAIR. 


W hether the hair should be cut I never 
could quite satisfy myself. 
As a physio­ 
logical practice I seriously doubt the pro 
pnety. 
Every cutting is a wounding, and 
there is some bleeding in consequence and 
waste of vital force. 
I think it will be 
found that long-lived persons most fre 
quently wear the hair long. 
The cutting 
of the hair stimulates to a new growth, to 
supply the waste. 
Thus the energy re 
quired to maintain the vigor of the body 
is drawn off to make good the wanton de­ 
struction. 
I t is Baid, I know, that after 
the hair has grown to a certain length it 
loses its vitality at the extremity, and 
splits or “ brooms up.” 
W hether this 
would be the case if the hair sheuld never 
be cut I would like to know. 
W hen it is 
cut a fluid exudes and forms a scab or 
cicatrix at each wounded extremity, indi­ 
cating that there has been injury. Women 
and priests have generally worn long hair. 
I never could imagine why this distinction 
was made. The ancient priest was devoted 
to a vow of celibacy, but I cannot surmise 
whether that had anything to do with it. 
Kings wore their hair long in imitation of 
Sampson and the golden Sun-God Mithias. 
I suspect from thiB that the first men 
shorn were slaves and laborers ; that free­ 
men wore their hair unmutilated, as the 
crown of perfect manhood and manliness. 
If this be correct the new era of freedom, 
when it ever shall dawn, will be character­ 
ized by men unshorn as well as women un­ 
perverted, I wish that our science and our 
civilization had better devices for preserv­ 
ing the integrity of the hair. 
Baldness is 
a deformity, and premature whiteness a 
defect. 
If the head was in health, and the 
body in proper vigor, I am confident that 
this would not be. 
I am apprehensive that 
oar dietic habits occasions the bleaching of 
the hair ; the stiff arsenic prepared hat is 
responsible for much of the baldness. Our 
hats are unhealthy, from the tricks of the 
hatters. 
I suppose there are other causes, 
however. Heredity has its influence. Cer­ 
tain diseases wither the hair at its roots ; 
others lower the vitality of the skin, and 
so depilate the body. 
I ackuow lcdge that 
the shingled head disgusts me. 
It cannot 
be wholesome. 
The most sensitive part of 
the head is at the back where the neck 
joins. 
That place exposed to nnnsual cold 
or heat is liable to receive an injury that 
will be permanent, if not fatal, in a short 
period. The whole head wants protection; 
and the hair aff >rds this as no other protec­ 
tion can. 
Men have beards because they 
need them, and it is wicked to cut them 
off. 
No growth or part of the body is su­ 
perfluous, and we ought, as candidates for 
health and long fife, to preserve ourselves 
from violence or mutilation. 
Integrity is 
the truly manly standard.—[Dr. W ilder, 
in Medical Tribune. 


A DOG'S REVENGE. 


A wonderful exhibition of sagacity on 
the part of a Scotch collie dog, wnich was 
related recently, led to an interesting talk 
on the peculiarities of that particular breed, 
and on dogs in general. 
In the back-yard 
of No. 237 South Eighth street a number 
of dogs are kept for sale. 
Each animal 
has a kennel of its own, to which it is 
chained the greater part of the day. 
A 
large Newfoundland and a Gordon setter 
have for the last week occupied quarters 
next to each other on account of their 
non-combative dispositions. 
Half-a-dozen 
yards away is the temporary home of a 
two-year-old collie, who h^e the privileges 
of wandering about the yard without re­ 
straint. 
On one occasion he took the lib­ 
erty of poking his nose into the feeding- 
pan of the Newfoundland, a liberty that 
was resented by a Bound thrashing. 
The 
collie seems, as subsequent circumstances 
proved, to have determined upon a plan of 
revenge from that moment. 
He went into 
his kennel and remained there the best 
part of the afternoon. 
Toward evening he 
came out, and going to a corner where 
there is a pile of loose bricks, he seized 
one with his teeth, carried it cautiously 
over to the Newfoundland’s box and suc­ 
ceeded in dropping it in front of the opening 
without being detected. 
After nightfall, 
when the big dog had curled himself in­ 
side to go to sleep, the little collie contin­ 
ued his work. 
He had carried no lees 
than sixty of the bricks and deposited 
them in front of his enemy’s house before 
he was discovered by the proprietor of the 
establishment, who had occasion to go into 
the yard for water. 
The animal’s actions 
were watched for nearly tw enty minutes 
before he was disturbed. 
He dropped as 
many bricks inside the kennel as the space 
between the opening and the occupant 
would admit of, and piled the rest up out­ 
side. 
Then he stationed himself in front 
and barked with all his might. 
The New­ 
foundland responded to the challenge with a 
deep growl, and made an effort to come oat, 
but the bricks prevented him, while the 
collie jumped about and gave vent to his 
delight in shrill yelps.—[Philadelphia Press. 


FARM AND FRUIT. 


SOKS PRACTICAL 
SUGGESTIONS 
UPON 
THESE SUBJECTB. 


An g o r a G oats —A. C. Baiflp, of San 
Jose, has just finished shearing his flock of 
Angora goats which he keeps on the range 
near Soledad, in thiB county. 
The clip 
amounted to 8,000 pounds of mohair, which 
Mr. Bailey has shipped East. 
He has an­ 
other flock of goats near Battle Mountain, 
Nev., from which he expects to obtain 
7,000 pounds. 
One wether of the Soledad 
herd yielded 11 pounds, five yielded 43 j 
pounds, five does 31 pounds, while the av­ 
erage of the entire flock was over four 
pounds each. 
No. 1 mohair is now worth 
70 cents per pound, and the. plush manu 
facturera at Seymour, Conn,, are not able 
to get what mohair they need in this coun­ 
try, and are compelled to import from Liv­ 
erpool. 
The Angora Robe and Glove Com­ 
pany, of San Jose, used 35,000 goat skins 
last year, and want 50,000 this year in the 
manufacture of gloves, robes, etc. 
Mr. 
Bailey is a pioneer in the business of breed­ 
ing these goats, and hasfonnd it very prof­ 
itable. He says they are very much hardier 
than sheep, while the shrinkage in cleans­ 
ing the fleece is not nearly so great as that 
of sheep.—[Salinas Index, 


The Culture of the Olive—Bow Phylloxera 
Is Spread—Goose Wheat In Ore­ 
gon—Wooden Silos—Etc. 


A bout P h y ll o x e r a. — Isaac DeTnrksays 
there are two ways by which phylloxera, 
the grapevine pest, is transported from one 
section of a country to another. 
One is by 
the wind when the inBsct is in its winged 
form, and the other is by transplanting 
rooted vines taken from an infected dis­ 
trict. 
So far as he knowB there is no phyl­ 
loxera this side of Glenn Ellen, in the 
Guilicos valley, and there is no probability 
that it will reach further north by the 
former way as the prevailing winds in this 
section and north of us are from the north­ 
west. 
He said further th at the peculiar 
topography of the country ronnd and about 
Glenn Ellen had an effect upon the winds 
coming from the south, and that when 
they struck Sonoma mountain they wonld 
whirl abont and form an eddy and deposit 
the insect in that section. 
He thought 
that thoBe who are planting young vine­ 
yards, 
or who contemplate going 
into 
the business north 
of 
as, should be 
careful and not put out rooted vines from 
infected districts ; and that if the insect 
ever obtains a foothold in CloverJale in 
any section lying in the track of the north­ 
west winds, it would, in the coarse of 
time, overrun every valley in Sonoma 
county. 
Mr. DeTutk is a practical, pains­ 
taking and observing man. 
He has made 
the subject of phylloxera a study for years, 
and his ideas regarding the probabilities of 
its further spread in this county are neces­ 
sarily deduced from well established prem­ 
ises. 
He suggests a very effective remedy, 
and to our notion the only one that can 
possibly prove successful : 
The insects 
move in eolonies, and when they first a t­ 
tack a vineyard are first observed in spots 
here and there, and the remedy is to pull 
out all the vines thus affected aud a few 
others near by, and pile them over the 
place or hole from whence the affected 
vines are taken, and haviDg added kindling 
and other combustible material, set fire to 
them, tfius heating the ground and killing 
the insect and destroying the larva if per. 
chance there may be any under the bark. 


O l iv e C u lt iv a tio n. — A St. Helena cor 
respondent who is familiar with olive cult 
ure in Italy and Southern France, advo 
cates the planting of that tree on the hill 
slopes of Napa valley, the climate and soil 
of which he believes favors its growth. He 
says that the yearly income from an acre 
of olive trees of from seven to nineteen 
years of age is much greater than from an 
acre of vines, while the expense of cultiva 
tion is far less. 
The oil from its fruit is a 
merchandise which is as advantageous and 
easy of marketing as butter and other fats. 
Olive oil kept for years does not degener­ 
ate, but rather improves with age, while to 
many nations it is a necessary article of 
food consumption, the demand for the gen 
uine article being so far in excess of the 
supply that immense quantities of a fao 
titious article made frum lard is made for 
the world’s consumption. 
We quote from 
him : “ In the bottom land of Napa valley 
the writer took pleasure in observing how 
hardily a few olive trees, of which the fruit 
now in the shape of delicious pickles were 
gathered in January, 
the thermometer 
down in the twenties, stood the ice and 
snow of the just finished extraordinary 
cold winter. 
A water pipe at the foot of 
one of those olive trees caused a thick crust 
of ice to form, not thawing for days. 
The 
noble tree seems all the better for it. 
Other kinds of trees suffered ; the frost 
made several victims near, but no olive 
tree succumbed. 
This proves that the na­ 
tive olive tree, for such now is the variety 
the Spanish priests planted a hundred 
years ago at their Mission, is thoroughly 
able to second the care of the planter iu put­ 
ting its shoots in proper soil and position. 
No rich soil, but moisture in substrata it 
requires ; 
stones on the surface are no 
hindrance to its prosperity. After the next 
four weeks the season for planting olive 
cuttings or roots will be passed. 
Would 
it not be worth while for the thoughtful 
farmer to use this time for procuring and 
putting a few dozen olive cuttings in his 
ground and thus gain the experience with 
that noble tree for your region.”—[Napa 
Register. 


G oose W h e a t i n Or e g o n .— T he Jour­ 
nal o f Commerce says : In this State we 
have a grade of wheat that is known as 
goose wheat. 
It is so called because the 
wheat grown in the State all came from 
two ór three grains taken from the crop of 
a wild goose. 
The wheat has a very hard 
shell, and makes a peculiar grade of floor. 
No wheat like it is known in this country. 
The people of Oregon have wondered from 
whence it came. This wonder is explained. 
From samples of foreign wheat at the Agri­ 
cultural Department the exact duplicate 
of the goose wheat of Oregon has been 
found. Tnis wheat comes from a small 
province in Spain, the only place where it 
has been grown. From that one may safely 
surmise that the wild goose flies arouudthe 
world in pretty fast time. If we remember 
aright, it was a farmer who lived in M a­ 
rion county, about opposite where W heat­ 
land now is, and the goose was killed in the 
winter of 1850. 


W o o d e n S i l o s . — The opinion is steadily 
gaining ground, backed by the actual test, 
that wooden silos are not only practicable, 
but in many cases are preferable to an ex­ 
pensive stone structure. W ater Bometimes 
works into the latter, and frost may com­ 
bine with it to work injury to the ensil­ 
age. Simply boarding up a bay in the barn 
is getting to be a popular way of making 
siloB, and there is little objection to it. 
That ensilage will keep well in such a con­ 
cern there is no doubt, and why may not 
the average farmer try the new system in 
this way rather than invest in a costly stone 
silo ?—[New England Homestead. 


M iscellaneous Item s 
Many farmers seem to forget that “ the 
fatter a breeding sow is kept the more lia­ 
ble Bhe is to deatroy her pigs by lying on 
them or eating them up. 
Sows left to run 
wild makegood mothers,and will generally 
select a warm, dry place to farrow. 
I t is 
for this reason that there is so much advan­ 
tage in using full-blooded boars of improved 
breeds on large, coarse-boned native sows. 
The progeny secures the good qualities 
from its sire, with a better constitution 
and more hardiness than it could get from 
a full-blood pedigree, going back through 
generations which have always had ample 
food and little exercise.” 
The New York State Dairyman’s Asso­ 
ciation has petitioned Congress to appropri­ 
ate §5,000,000 to stamp out the lung plagus 
among cattle in the United States. 
The 
annual losses now from the disease are es­ 
timated by Prof. Law at 2,000,000 to 
3,000,000, while if it got among the great 
herds on the plains the losses would be in­ 
calculable. It seems that this is acase where 
Congress can help farmers from the over­ 
flowing treasury and promote national proa- 
perity thereby to the amount of many 
times the sum expended. 
I find, without a single exception, ani­ 
mals with a dark (leaning to yellow) skin 
produce richer milk than the fight (with a 
tendency to blue) skin. 
A negreas fur­ 
nishes richer milk than the Caucasian, a 
mulatto richer than either. 
But the rich­ 
ness now decreases \yith every cross. 
A 
dark-colored cow, sheep or horse, with a 
yellow hide, gives richer milk than one of 
fight color, especially when accompanied 
with a blue skin.—ÜBbpymous. 
A very large p ro |^B 8 n of agricultural 
experiments become perfectly worthless by 
being conducted without any plan, or being 
abandoned before fully completed ; but one 
of the greatest mistakes' made is in trying 
an experiment without a comparison. 
An 
animal is fed with new feed, but its value 
is not ascertained, because no particular 
efforts are made to compare it with some 
other food, the value of which is known. 


It has often been stated that twelve 
pounds of hay are required to make one 


pound of growth. 
Any attempt to fix the 
amount of feed required to make a pound 
of growth, without consideration of age 
and size, it quackery ; likewise the state­ 
ment that an animal wifi consume three 
per cent, of ita live weight daily is no bet­ 
ter. 
Abortion in cows was recently discussed 
by the Elmira Farmers’ Club. 
Keeping 
the cows in good condition and turning 
them off as soon as they cease in giving a 
profit in milk or butter was the general 
recommendation. 
After cows have ab­ 
orted twice they should be sold for beef, 
sach cases being hopeless. 
The good effects of a charcoal bed are 
visible for many years. 
The small parti­ 
cles of charcoal are slightly alkaline, their 
dark color makes the soil warmer by re­ 
taining the sun's heat, and they also ab­ 
sorb ammonia, whicn is given out as needed 
by roots of growing plants. 
If every farmer wofld keep a record of 
the number of eggs laid, chickens hatched 
aod those sold or eaten each year, they 
would form the basis of most interesting 
statistics, Tand be a m atter of surprise to 
every one as to the value represented by 
them in money. 
W hite specks in hotter are caused by 
keeping the cream in too warm a place, 
says the Rural New Yorker. 


A REMINISCENCE OF PAREPA ROSA 


The season of music was closing. 
Sati­ 
ated with praise, Parepa Rosa drew her far 
wrap around her ssoulders, and, stepping 
from the private entrance of the “ Grand,” 
was about to entjr her carriage, when 
“ Please, mi ladi,” n low pleading accents, 
arrested her attertion. 
It was only the 
shrunken, misshapen form of little Elfin, 
the Italian street-s nger, with his old víoIíd 
under his arm ; bit the face upturned in 
the gaslight, though pale and pinched, was 
as delicately cut as a cameo, while the 
eager, wistful light in the great, brilliant 
eyes, the quiver of entreaty in the soft 
Italian voice held her for a moment against 
her escort’s endeavor to save the annoyance 
of hearing a beggar's plea. 
“ W ell,” Baid the great singer, half im­ 
patient, yet full of pity. 
“ Would mi ladi please ?’’ in 
sweet 
broken English, and the slender brown 
hands of the dwarf held up a fragrant 
white lily, with a crystal drop in its golden 
heart. 
“ Do you meau this lovely flower for 
me ?" A passionate gesture was his answer. 
Taking the flower Parepa Rosa bent her 
stately head. 
“ You heard me sing?'' 
“ Mi ladi, I hid under the stair. 
'Twas 
yesterday I heard the voice. 
Oh, mi ladi, 
mi ladi, I could die !” 
The words came 
brokenly from quivering lips passionately 
in earnest. 
The .ond voice of the world 
she had just left had never shown Parepa 
Rosa the power o! her grand voice as she 
saw it now in these sofr, dark eyes aflame, 
and ip the sobbing, broken words, “ Mi 
ladi, I could die !” 
“ Child,” and her voice trembled “ meet 
me here to-morrow at 5,” and holding the 
lily caressingly to her cheek she stepped 
into her carriage and was driven away. 
I t was Parepa Rosa’s last night. 
In a 
box near the stage sat little Elfin like one 
entranced. Grandly the clear voice swelled 
its trium phant chords, and rang amid the 
arches with unearthly power and sweet­ 
ness. 
The slight frame of the boy swayed 
and shook, and a look so rapt, so intense, 
came on his face you knew his very heart 
was stilled. 
The wondrous voice trilled 
softly, like the faint sound of bugles in the 
early morn ; again its sweetness stole over 
you like the distant chimes of vesper bells. 
Encore after encore followed. The curtain 
rolled for the last time, and as simply as 
possible the manager told the audience of 
last night's incident and announced that 
Perepa Rosa’s farewell to them would be 
the simple ballad warbled many bitter 
day through the streets by little Elfin, the 
Italian musician.

C o f f e e 
S t a t i s t i c s . — Statistics prove 
that the coffee plant will bear climatic ex­ 
tremes, and that it wifi thrive in localities 
differing as much as 20° to 30° in average 
temperature. 
It flourishes best on uplands 
and mountain sides, from 1,500 to 4,500 
feet above the sea level, and in the tropical 
belt between the twenty-fifth degree north 
and the thirtieth degree south of the 
equator. 
Brazil boasts 16 species of the 
plant growing wild. 
But coffee, as an arti­ 
cle of commerce, only began to be known 
in Brazil in 1722. 
By the year 17S0 that 
country 
exported 
14 000,000 
pounds, 
thongh Cuba at that period was shipping 
25,000,000 pounds. 
Toward the end of 
last century, however, large sugar aud 
other estates in Brazil were converted into 
coffee plantations, and in 1830 the exporta­ 
tion reached 27.9S5 tons ; in 1S40, 4S,432 
tons ; in 1850, 98,907 tons, and in 1S60, 
143 671 tons. 
Subsequently there was 
some 
diminution 
in 
the 
returns. 
Coffee has now begun to be largely culti­ 
vated in Colima, a small State on the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
A line drawn from the port of 
Vera Cruz to the port of Manzanillo would 
bisect Colima, aud the coffee grown in this 
district has the reputation of being remark­ 
ably good. 
Cordova and Orizaba coffee is 
equal to that of Cuba, but the Colima is 
said to be superior even to the favorite 
Mocha. 
In Mexico coffee culture is mak­ 
ing great progress, and it is destined here­ 
after to be one of the main exports of that 
country. 


A n A f r i c a n E x p e d i t i o n .—The Italian 
travelers, Bianchi and Sicata, are at rang- 
iug a partly private expedition to Africa. 
Tne Italian Government is going to send a 
messenger to King John of Abyssinia, with 
presents and the plan of an amicable 
treaty ; Biauchi aud his companions wifi 
form part of the expedition, 
The gifts to 
King John wifi consist of natural and arti- 
fici d precious stones, guns of large calibre 
for huntiDg elephants, and various nick- 
nacks ; amongst the latter some barrel or­ 
gans from Geneva. 
After presenting the 
gifts, the Government official will return 
to Italy by way of the Red S ea; but 
Bianchi and his companions, at the expense 
of Signor llocca, a banker who makes good 
use of his large fortune, will prosecute 
their journey into the interior of the coun­ 
try, with the view of assnring a means of 
commerce for the Italian station at Assab, 
which, when once fairly established, is 
very likely to succeed, as there are by no 
means sufficient outlets for the riches of 
the interior of Africa.—[Leslie’s Illus­ 
trated.

C o n su m ptio n.—Consumption has hith­ 
erto been regarded as a disease of the 
lungs, which cannot be reached directly ex­ 
cept by inhalation, and the value of that 
form of medication is problematical. A new 
theory of the disease, called the Salisbury 
theory, makes it one of unhealthy alimen­ 
tation. 
According to this view it is the 
fermenting of food in the stomach, which 
furnishes to the circulation noxious mate­ 
rial that affects the lungs on reaching those 
organs. 
Granting the truth of the theory, 
we shall have to consider consumption as 
curable. 
All that needs to be done is to 
use only such food as wifi not ferment in 
the stomach, and to clean ont the organ 
occasionally by a judicious use of warm 
water, with simple tonics before meals to 
aid the digestive process. A weak solution 
of ferric persulphate is recommended for 
inhalation to check hemorrhage in a se­ 
vere stage of the disease. 
The idea is 
worthy the attention of the many who are 
disposed to be in the initial ttages of con­ 
sumption.—[Scientific Press.

ABOUT BOYS. 


There is a curious fact in the boyish 
character which seems, at first Bight, to 
make good the opinion that private educa­ 
tion at honre is the true method. 
Before 
they go out into school life many little fel­ 
lows of nine or so are extremely original, 
imaginative, and almost poetical. 
They 
are fond of books, fond of nature, and, if 
you can win their confidence, will tell you 
all sorts of pretty thoughts and fancies 
which lie about them in their infancy. 
I 
have known a little boy who liked to lie 
on the grass and to people the alleys and 
glades of that miniature forest with fairies 
and dwarfs, whom he seemed actually to 
see in a kind of a vision. 
But he went to 
school, he instantly won the 100 yards race 
for boys under 12, and he came back a 
young barbarian, interested in ‘ ‘ the theory 
of to u ch ” (at football), curious iu the art 
of bowling, and no more capable than you 
or I of seeing fairies in a green, meadow. 
He was caught up into the air of the boy’s 
world, and bis imagination was in abeyance 
for a season. 
This is a common enough 
thing, and 
rather a melancholy spec­ 
tacle to behold. 
Ou« is 
tempted to 
believe that school causetihe loss of a good 
deal of genius, and that the small boys 
who leave home poets, and come back bar­ 
barians, have been wasted. 
But, ou the 
other hand, if they had been kept at home 
and encouraged, the chances are that they 
would have blossomed into infant phenom­ 
ena and nothing better. The awful infancy 
of John Stuart Mill is a standing warning. 
Mr. Mill would probably have been a much 
nappier and wiser man if he had not been 
a precocious linguist, economist and philos­ 
opher, but had passed through a healthy 
stage of indifference to learning and spec­ 
ulation at a public school. 
Look again at 
the childhood of Bishop Tbirlwall. 
His 
“ Frimitise” were published (by Samuel 
Tipper, London, ISOS) when young Uonnop 
was but 11 years of age. 
His indiscreet 
father “ launched this slender bark,” as 
he says, and it sailed through three edi­ 
tions between 1808 and 1S09. 
Young 
Thirlwall 
was 
taught 
Latin 
at 
3 
years 
of 
age, 
“ and 
at 
4 
read 
Greek with an ease and fluency which 
astonished all 
who 
heard 
him.” 
At 
7 he composed an essay “ On the Uncer­ 
tainty of Humau Life,” but “ his taste for 
poetry was not discovered till a later 
period.” 
His sermons, some 40, occupy 
most of this little volume in which these 
“ Prim itúe” were collected. 
Hejwas espe­ 
cially concerned about Sabbath desecration. 
“ I confess,” observes this sage of 10, 
“ when I look upon the present and past 
state of our public morals, and when I con­ 
trast our present luxury, dissipation, and 
depravity, with past frugality and virtue, 
I feel not merely a sensation of regret, but 
aho of terror, for the result of the change.” 
“ The late Revolution in France,” he adds, 
“ has afforded us a remarkable lesson bow 
necessary religion is to a State, and that 
from a deficiency on that head arise the 
chief evils which can befall society.” 
He 
then bids us “ remember that the Nebuch­ 
adnezzar who may destroy our Israel is near 
at hand,” though it might be difficult to 
show how Nebuchadnezzar destroyed Israel. 
As to 
the uncertainty of life, he re­ 
marks that "E dw ard VI. died in his mi­ 
nority, and disappointed his subjects, to 
whom he had promised a happy reign.” 
Of this infant’s 39 sermons (just as many 
as the Articles), it may be said that they 
are in no way inferior to other examples of 
this class of literature. 
But sermons are 
among the least “ scarce” and “ ra re ” of 
human essays, and many parents would, 
rather have their boy patiently acquiring 
the art of wicket-keeping at school than 
moralizing on the uncertainty of life at 
home. 
Some one “ having presented to 
the youcg author a copy of verses on the 
trite and familiar subject of the Plowboy,” 
he replied with an ode on “ the Potboy 
Bliss is not always joined to wealth, 
Nor dwells beneath the gilded roof, 
For poverty is bliss with health, 
Of that my potboy stands a proof. 
The volume ends with this determina­ 
tion : 
Still shall I seek Apollo's sheltnng ray, 
To cheer my spirits and inspire my lav.

THE CASE OF MR. BOGGS AND THE 
GOVERNOR. 
The impropriety of the Chief Magistrate 
of a State signing petitions in behalf of 
candidates for places before boards ap­ 
pointed by the Governor haB just been viv­ 
idly illustrated here. 
Such acts, how­ 
ever pure the motive, amount to some­ 
thing very like commands, and deprive 
the board of the freedom of judgment nec­ 
essary to a wise administration of its af- 
airs. It is probable that this did not occur 
to Governor Stoneman when he appointed 
the new State Board of Horticulture last 
week, and contemporaneously signed peti­ 
tions recommending the selection for the 
only salaried positions within the gift of 
the Board certain named persons. That 
recommendation the Board followed, and 
in one case at least elected a gentleman 
who is not fitted for the office, and holds 
it in violation of the law defining the 
necessary qualifications for such an 
officer. 
The 
Governor 
is 
thus 
placed in an awkward position, and un­ 
doubtedly now regrets the prominence of 
this singular example of a new kind of 
civil service reform. There are probably 
gentlemen in considerable number in the 
State fitted by knowledge and experience 
for the place of Fruit Pest Inspector, who 
have by long years of observation and 
study gained the knowledge requisite, but 
the Governor has advised—and his Board 
has followed his advice—the election of a 
man who admits that he does not know a 
scale insect from a pear slug* who proba-* 
bly cannot distinguish larva from moth ; 
who has no knowledge of the natural his­ 
tory of lepidopterous insects, of which 
there are nearly ene thousand kinds threat­ 
ening viticultural, horticultural and ar- 
boricultural interests: who admits, in 
-effect, that the codling moth, red spider, 
Baw fly, currant borer, apple scale, black 
scale, orange scale, aspidiotus ciiricola, 
mealy bug, etc., are to him as unknown 
quantities, and who confesses to the 
Board that he will be compelled to 
read up, blit is willing to learn, 
and generously adds that if any one 
has information of what to do, to 
exterminate fruit pests, and how to do it, 
he will be only too glad to hear from them, 
to take down their statements and send 
out the result in printed form for the in­ 
i formation of horticulturists. It may sur­ 
prise the new Inspector to know that the 
literature of the subject is exceeding 
voluminous ; that the more intelligent hor­ 
ticulturists of the State are quite well in­ 
formed now as to these insects, and con­ 
cerning pest remedies, and demand now a 
practical and skilled officer, himself 
thoroughly informed, to enforce the law, 
aDd compel A, B, and C to properly 
cleanse and guard their orchards, that the 
trees and shrubs of D and E, who are 
dilligent in right-doing, shall not be ruined. 
Nor are the people willing to wait a year 
or two, pay the Inspector’s salary and ex­ 
penses meanwhile, and suffer the punish­ 
ment of inexperience on his part, while 
Mr. Boggs is wrestling with the study of 
entomology, microscopy and horticultural 
pests, and the best means of preventing 
their immigration and spread, a study he 
cannot hope to accomplish in any brief 
period. What is needed is the vigor of an 
jjArilifient, practical and well-informed 


man, that the ¡fruit interests of the State 
may have speedy relief from the evils now 
afflicting it. That Mr. Boggs is not that 
man, there can be now no doubt. He ad­ 
mits incompetency when he dates his latest 
knowledge of horticulture twelve years 
back, and since which time all the in­ 
sect pests have come upon us, and concern­ 
ing which Mr. B )gga pretends to no know­ 
ledge worthy of mention. There is no in­ 
tention to assault Mr. Boggs personally, 
and his political faith cuts no figure in the 
case ; we may admit, as is true, that he is 
a worthy citizen whose integrity is not 
questioned, but we do protest against his 
recommendation by the Governor of the 
State and his hasty election by a minority 
of the State Board of Horticulture, because 
he has been unknown in horticultural mat­ 
ters and the warfare against the insect 
pests; because be confesees to incom­ 
petency ; hccauee toward the close of the 
Legislature he first appeared 'upon the 
tcene and hunted for the office provided in 
the new bill, and secured the signatures of 
legislators to his petition prior to the ap­ 
pointment of the Board by the Governor; 
because one of the largest and most ex­ 
perienced horticulturists of the State, 
whose appointment was contemplated and 
practically made, was set aside to make 
room for Mr. Boggs, the real estate agent; 
because a member who voted for him de­ 
clared he knew nothing of him, but acted 
upon the indorsement of the Gov­ 
ernor ; because there is evidence that 
the composition of the Board waB 
arranged for Mr. Boggs’ benefit. \\ e 
have had enough of this kind of office- 
seeking and office-filling. It is the bane 
of party politics and invariably results in 
mjury to the very interests that should be 
fostered. But Mr. Boggs has attained the 
end sought. He has fared better than he 
expected. He built a loftier structure than 
he planned. From being a candidate for a 
subordinate position he became Commis­ 
sioner Boggs. By the Governor and his 
Secretary he was requested to call the new 
Board together, and did so with such zeal­ 
ous haste that not all could reach the ap­ 
pointed place. Mr. Boggs called to order. 
He was elected Chairman Boggs, and pro­ 
moted to be permanent President Boggs, 
and finally became Inspector Boggs by 
overruling an objection as President Boggs, 
and probably it was an oversight that he 
was not elected Secretary Boggs and Treas­ 
urer Boggs. Verily, his lines have been 
cast in pleasant places, and if he proves 
^ngrateful he deserves the scorn of men. 


THE PRESENT TROUBLE IN FRANCE 
The present situation in France may be 
likened to the performance of a great 
drama, the curtain having fallen upon a 
prologue that promises much to an expectant 
audience composed of nations. The radical 
republicans have outlined certain reforms 
and certain acts as imperatively necessary 
to the life of the republic. They insist 
that agitation must be the means of pro­ 
gression towards the highest possibilities of 
the country ; that this is to be accom­ 
plished by constant insistence upon and 
the actual effectiveness of their reform 
measures. They hold that the working 
classes of the cities expect more liberty and 
more enlarged opportunities to advance in 
a republic than the present system affords 
them, and becoming impatient of that, wil 
turn against and embrace the supposed op­ 
portunities of communism, and any other 
movement that promises much. 
These 
radicals, therefore, of whom Clemenceau is 
the chief orator, condemn the administra­ 
tion for passivenees and scout the idea of 
quiet, preferring agitation which their 
leaders declare to be “ the safeguard of 
liberty.” On the other hand, all the sev­ 
eral classes of opponents to a republican 
form of government point to present finan­ 
cial and industrial troubles as the result of 
republican rule, and the metropolitan 
masses, ever ready to accept conclusions of 
that character as correctly deduced, per­ 
ceive only the existing government before 
them, and charge upon it all their troubles, 
as mobs always do, formobs are unreasoning. 
M. Leon Say, the eminent economist, 
voices the business view, and declares 
that peace and prosperity will be best con­ 
served by finding new outlets for commerce, 
but his counsels are vain so long as 
capital is kept out of the country by 
cabinet reconstructions and political furore. 
The laboring classes are, unhappily, in 
want. 
Excessive building in Paris, be­ 
cause of which thousands of houses are 
now unoccupied; foreign competition in 
trade and undue investment, brought on 
financial stringency, and the result was a 
cessation of many industries and the dis­ 
charge of a great number of workmen. 
These now make riotous manifestations, 
under the impression that they can 
frighten the Government into measures 
for their relief, and that will set the 
wheels of industry in motion again, Cap­ 
ital, alarmed, withdraws itself; the an­ 
archical elements seize the opportunity to 
inflame the populace and exaggerate their 
grievances. The rural population and the 
middle class, who make up the conserva­ 
tive element, are mostly at heart republi­ 
cans, but they fear as much as they abhor 
the Commune, and deprecate energetic ac­ 
tion, as likely to precipitate revolntion. 
These may be not inaptly tenned the 
utilitarians of the situation, whose stand­ 
ard of motives and obligations is 
measured by the comfort of France. 
This conservative element insists, para­ 
doxical as it may seem, upon such a non- 
aggressive and passively defensive attitude 
on the part of the Government as will 
protect material interests and prevent rev­ 
olution, but also upon such vigor of treat­ 
ment as will command respect and punish 
offenders against the peace of the coun­ 
try, 
In this situation is involved 
the secret scheming, in an underenrrent 
of intrigue, of monarchial agents and pre­ 
tenders ; of clerical and political factions ; 
of all who have revenges to accomplish and 
ambition to gratify ; the frequent changes 
in the Ministry ; the turbulence and in­ 
tolerance of the Chamber of Deputies ; the 
stubborn dignity of the Senate, and 
the timidity of Cabinet and Executive, 
varied by occasional manifestations of 
energy directed against lawlessness. Such 
a condition of affairs is not calculated to 
inspire confidence in the stability of exist­ 
ing French institutions. It does not invite 
capital, stimulate industry, or enable even 
thos3 public works to be cairried on 
deemed by the French so necessary for the 
employment of the laboring classes when 
private industries faiL The 75,000 unem­ 
ployed workmen and the 75,000 ruffians and 
loafers who will not and never work, unite 
and parade the streets crying for bread, but 


break into the bakers’ shops and de­ 
vour pastry, held meetings recently and 
passed resolutions threatening the Govern­ 
ment—always a convenient target—de­ 
nouncing capital and urging lawless acts. 
They finally fixed upon the 9th of March 
for an extraordinary demonstration upon 
the Esplanade of the Invalides, and Louise 
Michel and her red-handed horde of riot­ 
ous pot-house Communists and viragoes, 
flaanting the black flag, seized upon the 
promised event to stir the fires of revolt 
and murder. The Monarchists and the 
agents of the Socialistic element, the ene­ 
mies of the Government, secret and pro­ 
nounced, added fuel to the excitement, and 
for a time revolution seemed on the eve of 
being born of riot. But the Government 
proved wise, and equal to the emergency, 
and the demonstration was prevented after 
an unimportant conflict between the mob 
and the police, in which an effort was made 
to storm the residence of M. Grevy, and 
considerable property was destroyed. It 
is unnecessary to review the more recent 
events, or to consider the state of the 
public mind in other sections of France 
than Paris, nor the constant danger of 
revolutionary movements in that country. 
General fear prevails : it is augmented by 
each fresh threat of the reactionaries, and 
each rumored plot for a monarchical resto­ 
ration. The republic is passing through a 
season of bitter trials, the result not wholly 
of mistakes or lack of governmental energy 
and the straggle of factions, but due in 
part to commercial causes. The majority 
of the people have confidence in a demo­ 
cratic form of government, but entertain 
mistrust of the integrity of the antago­ 
nistic legislative bodies, and the strength 
of the Executive arm. France then to-day 
stands upon the crater’s edge of a threat­ 
ening volcano, and an eruption may take 
place at any moment, the consequences of 
which can only be atoned for in blood. 


CUSTOM, KEGLIGENCS AND PNEUMO­ 
NIA. 
The rapid increase of pneumonia is 
alarming the people at the East. It ap­ 
pears that more than any other disease it 
has increased in its mortality records and 
in the number of cases. The ratio of in­ 
crease of the disease has been out of all 
proportion to the increase of population 
or of other diseases, and it makes shorter 
work of its victims than ever before. It 
is asserted that one certain custom does 
much to increase it—standing bareheaded 
about the grave at funerals. It is an 
American cuBtom, and an exacting one. 
It is the custom also to be uncovered at 
great outdoor ceremonies, for speakers in 
the open air to be hatless, and for societies 
in open-air ceremonials to require mem­ 
bers to remove their hats. It is held 
that attendance at funerals in the grave­ 
yard goes far towards sowing the seeds of 
the disease, especially in moist weather ; 
and the cases of Mrs. Dr. Beard, Mrs. 
Marshall Jewell, Dr. Lewis B. Sayre and 
others are cited in support. There is un­ 
doubtedly very much in all this worthy of 
consideration. There is no sufficient rea­ 
son for the customs spoken of. They are 
arbitrary and nseless, and do not prevail 
in some countries as advanced as is ours 
in civilization. We agree with llev. Dr. 
Potter, who moves for a reform of the 
custom ’ in the name of common sense. 
In England they have portable screens 
to shield those at the grave from’the 
wind ; but to keep the head covered is 
equally as essential. Dr. Sayre vehemently 
denounces the hatless action, and calls on 
his medical brethren to warn the people 
against it. But it is probable that the in­ 
crease of pneumonia is due also to neg­ 
ligence in other matters. The people of 
this day certainly do not take as great 
precautions concerning drafts, heated 
rooms, sudden changes, flannel wearing, 
etc., as marked the time of the first half 
of the century. It is certain that we heat 
our houses to a higher temperature, make 
them more close, have our theaters and 
halls^ warmer, and go more recklessly 
from hot into cold atmospheres. That 
thi3 must be so is proven by the vital 
statistics furnished by Dr. Nagle of the 
Statistical Bureau, He reports that in 
New York city from 1S60 to 1S09, in­ 
clusive, the deaths from pneumonia were 
15,526, but in the next ten years they 
aggregated 23,386. 
The deaths in 18C2 
were 1,103, in 1SS2, 3,482. The population 
in 1862 was a little over 805,651, in 1882, 
was a little over 
1,206,577. 
The 
population, therefore, increased leas than 
50 per cent., but mortality from pneu­ 
monia increased over 200 per cent. What 
is true of New York has been proven true 
of Washington, of Philadelphia, of Chicago 
and of St. Louis—in fact, of all the great 
cities where mortality statistics have been 
kept. In the Arctic regions pneumonia is 
scarcely known, but in our latitudes cold 
waves always return a large per cent, of 
pneumonia, bronchitis and diseases of the 
respiratory system. This is due to care­ 
lessness in large part with regard to cloth­ 
ing and ,-s changes in the fall and spring, 
when we seek to anticipate the season in 
the one case and delay it in the other, and 
to fashion this evil is largely chargeable. 
Seasonal meteorology may have a close re­ 
lation to the dreaded prevelance of pneu­ 
monia at the change of the seasons, as has 
been intimated by the British investigators, 
but we think that the conditions of the 
atmosphere have less to do with the in­ 
crease of the disease than the carelessness 
of the people. 


PRESS CRITICISM. 
In the modern press, and more especially 
within a very recent period, there has been 
manifest among newspaper writers a dispo­ 
sition, in criticising the work of writers or 
expressions of speakers, to connect their per­ 
sonality with it. This is. except in rare 
cases, indefensible. 
Some of the beat 
minds of the age are at this time contribut­ 
ing to the review, magazine, pulpit and 
rostrum literature of the day, and to the 
columns of both the secular and the re­ 
ligions press. It is true, as Dr, Holland 
w*a constantly iterating, that a writer 
whose words are worth the reading, or 
hearing, or speaking, is in some degree sen­ 
sitive. No notable scholar who has con­ 
tributed to current literature has beeu 
stolid and indifferent as to the reception of 
his work by the press. There have been 
those who assumed indifference, but it haB 
not been well disguised. And it is natural 
to be expected that this nervousness should 
exist. The lines of the cultured writer are 
the products of his best thought, and be­ 
cause they must meet assault and be able 
to resist it, is an excuse for their commis­ 
sion to the public wave with some degree 


of 
trembling. 
Hoe says an emi­ 
nent physician once told him that 
the partition between genius and insan­ 
ity was as thin as tissue paper, 
and while an exaggerated expression, it has 
its grain of truth in the fact ¿hat the sen­ 
sitiveness of genins may canse it bitterest 
anguish and a loss of self-control. The 
parent is not held to a severe responsibility 
for the children whom at maturity he com­ 
mits to the world ; but the writer is never 
relisved of the paternal responsibility 
which attaches to him for the fruits of his 
brain. Modern criticism has in many 
cases made this the cause for personal 
criticism. The press is altogether too 
much inclined to tall upon and rend asun­ 
der that which d<es not meet its particular 
view, and that dene, too often by far, goes 
beyond the prodiction and castigates the 
man. Writers ate awakening to this fact, 
and it is in socie degree driving them 
away from the press. If they manifest 
any restiveness tnder the lash, it is replied 
that the application was deserved, else 
they had not winced. Whatever work is 
worth the presi should accord it, as freely 
as it should adiiinister censure for its mis­ 
takes and expose its errors. It is not on 
every occasion that Barcasm and irony is 
defensible in criticism, and indeed 
some critics never use either as a 
weapon. 
Criticism should be encour­ 
aging and stimulative in its ten­ 
dency, 
and 
the 
widest 
difference 
in thought and belief or in the view of sub­ 
jects between the author and critic should 
not justify the personal assault. We do 
not go behind the picture and into the 
studio of the artist in estimating his work, 
What we wait in modern press criticism is 
a more gentlemanly code of ethics, a 
greater courtesy and a deeper and more 
conscientious sense of responsibility. In 
the higher valks of criticism these rules 
obtain, but not with all the press. In its 
place we haze too much of “ sharpnesB,” 
caustic and cutting‘expressions and per­ 
sonal assaults. 
It is entirely probable 
that this results very largely from the 
haste with which much of the so-called 
critical work is done, and the effort to be 
timely and abreast with rivals. The litera­ 
ture of the day, the pulpit aud press of the 
day, are recording the history of the period, 
and it is necessary that its error should be 
exposed, that the best style should be cul­ 
tivated, the purer thought and expression 
be contrasted with their opposites ; but 
in criticisms of prtss contributions, 
sermons, lectures and essays, as well as 
books, it is not in the province of the news­ 
paper writer to enter upon a personal con­ 
sideration of the writer. To paraphrase a 
well known saying, newspaper writers 
must learn to admire the work without ad­ 
miring the man, and to condemn the work 
without hating its author. 
CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 


STATE HORTICULTURAL BOARD. 


The recent discussion in these columns 
of the subject of corporal punishment in 
public schools is calling out the expression 
of views on the part of our contemporaries 
quite generally. The Yolo Mail considers 
the matter very thoughtfully and at leDgtb, 
and arrives at the conclusion that it is 
wisest to trust the children ; to “ give them 
responsibilities, for, as a rule, they will 
not betray us.” It then declares in favor 
of the total abolition of the rod from the 
school-room. We are not prepared to go 
to that extreme now, but unless there is a 
more discriminating use of the rod soon, 
we shall arrive at that point where the 
other extreme, “ no corporal punishment 
whatever,” will be of necessity advocated. 


DaVITI’S ADVICE. 
Those who have sought to excuse and 
palliate the assassination practices alleged 
to be in the interest of Ireland, and which 
have received the indorsement of such as 
O’Donovan Kossa and his cohorts in this 
country, may find it profitable to reflect 
upon Michael Davitt’s last letter to the 
Young Ireland Society of Glasgow, in 
which he says : “ Tne dynamite policy can 
only have the effect of exasperating the 
English democracy. It would be far bet­ 
ter to work aud wait another twenty years 
than to play into the hands of Ireland's 
enemies by giving rein to despair and re­ 
venge.” 
GEORGIA POLITICS. 
It has been a tradition that the Demo­ 
cratic party is an anti-prohibition party, 
but it has been violated in the State of 
Georgia, where the Democracy is for prohib­ 
ition, and a Democratic Legislature passes 
a prohibitive local option law. Whenever 
a county votes to accept it, the Governor 
is required by proclamation to prohibit the 
sale of liquors in that county for two 
years. Thus far every county that has 
voted on the proposition has decided in its 
favor. 


In the recount between Mr. Neilseu and Mr. Knox 
yesterday, of the ballots c\st for Second Trustee, it 
w-as discovered that gross frauds had beeu attempted 
and that tickets had been meddled with. Mr. 
Knox’s counsel, for his client, at once put the seal 
of disapprobation on the fraud and withdrew all 
objections to the count, and it closed on his mo­ 
tion. No one connects Mr. Knox with the frauds in 
any way whatever. On the contrary, they must 
have been committed at the time of counting the 
ballots lirst. It is alleged that a party having a 
wager at stake scratched the ballots while the 
judges were stringing them as counted. If this is 
so, let the facts he published and the miscreant be 
brought to trial. There should be no concealments 
¡n this matter. The Election Board consisted of 
two Democrats and one Republican, and they are 
equally interested in having the guiltv exposed and 
punished with vigor, and both Messrs. Neilsen and 
Knox have an interest in ferreting out the rascal. 
Tub Examiner saysg “ A party whose only in­ 
centive to political promotion is spoils rarely main­ 
tains for any considerable leogth of time the public 
preference. Ite theories of government may he ex­ 
cellent, but the people in the long run never fail to 
analyze its motives as well as its principles. The 
public good must form the basis of ail enduring 
parties.’’ For once we can agree with the Hearst 
organ, and advise it to administer its tonic to the 
Democratic party, which has no other stimuli 
than spoils.__________________ 
Grav, the defaulter, wishes to return to Califor­ 
nia, and says there are those who do not desire to 
see him again in San Francisco. He adds that he 
profited little by his stealings, but some gained 
much. Who are they ? Will Gray expose the real 
thieves, then, and go free ? for the public would 
willingly see his punishment mitigated if the men 
behind him can only be reached. We doubt the 
truth of his story. 
Tiik San Jose Mercury agrees with the Record- 
Unios that the charge should be Investigated that 
is made by S. B. Wiggin, of Sin Francisco, that 
women school teachers of that city have felt the 
tenure of their positions to be so insecure that they 
have gone to the saloon of a party boss to petition 
him in the endeavor to retain their places. 
It is rumored that had blood exists in the Demo­ 
cratic camp at San Francisco, as well as elsewhere in 
the State, and that the bosses have resolved to re­ 
sist the movement to dethrone them, and will do so 
in a manner to make virtuous Democrats shudder. 


The members of the State Board of Horti­ 
culture, after engaging in considerable discus­ 
sion before the honr appointed for their 
meeting yesterday morning as to the legality 
of the quorum for organization, with three 
members absent and others not sworn in on 
the previous day, and also the election oi an 
Inspector of Fruit Pests, called in a body upon 
the Attorney-General for a decision upon the 
subject, That officer gave as his opinion that 
the quorum was legal, and also the election in 
question. They then proceeded to the Sec­ 
retary of State's office, and the oath of office 
was administered to those members present 
who had not previously been sworn in. 
At 11 A M. the adjourned meeting of the 
Board met in regular session, Mr. Boggs in 
the chair and Mr. Webb Secretary. Com- 
missioLers Chapin, Gillet, Wilson, Vallejo 
and Coronel were also present With a view 
to remove any question as to transactions of 
the Board previous to all the members being 
sworn in, the proceedings of the previous day 
were upon motion directed to be entered as 
being reaffirmed and as of yesterday’s record. 
The bond of the Treasurer, General Val- 
lrjo, in the sum of §10,000, with Commis­ 
sioners H. C. Wilson and A. F. Coronel as 
sureties, was approved by the Board. 
It was ordered, upon motion, that a com­ 
mittee of two upon finance and auditing be 
appointed. Dr. S. F. Chapin was made 
Chairman of said committee, and the othtr 
member will be chosen from one of the dis 
tricts not represented at the meeting. 
The question was discussed as to what dis­ 
position conld be made of the money appro­ 
priated under the viticultural law, for pay­ 
ment of salajy and expenses of the Chief 
Horticultural Officer, wnich office no longer 
existed, but the clause for a salary, etc., still 
remaining in the viticnltural law. The ques­ 
tion raised is, whether under the circum­ 
stances the appropriation still belongs to tbe 
present Board of Horticulture, or otherwise. 
The Treasurer of the Board and tbe Chair­ 
man of the Finance Committee! were in­ 
structed to make inquiries concerning the 
same, and report to thd Board at a future 
meeting. 
The Board then adjourned to its regular 
meeting, to be held in San Francisco cn 
Thursday, the 2G:h instant. 


TRYING TO BEAT CALIFORNIA. 


A CARD FROM MAT! HEW COOKE. 
E ds. BecORD-Union : In your report in 
this morning’s issue of the proceedirgs of the 
meeting cf the State Board of Horticultural 
Commissioners, held at the Capita] Hotel 
yesterday, I notice some remarks made by 
one Mr. Boggs concerning me that requires 
conection. As to Mr. Boggs’ qualification 
for tbe office of “ Inspector of Fruit Pests,” 
I have nothing to say whatever, further than 
the incumbent of the office named should 
understand economic entomology ; be a prac­ 
tical microscopist, and truthful. As to the 
latter qualification, Mr. Boggs is represented 
as saying, when he came to see me during 
the session of the Legislature (and ho asked 
the reporter to take the words down), “ I 
finally found Cooke, and asked what he 
wanted. IIe repHtd that he wanted the 
office he had, so as to have it at his box 
factory, as he had §40,000 invested in the 
box factory.” 
Abont the 9:h of March last, immediately 
after the passage of the bill creating a 8tate 
Board of Horticulture, I was in the corridor 
of the State Capitol, nearly opposite the door 
of the Assembly chamber. A maD, unknown 
to me at the time, Bpoke to me, stating that 
he had been interesting himself on behalf of 
the horticultural laws, and had secured six 
votes for their final passage ; that he wished 
the position of Inspector of Fruit Pests, at 
.8100 per month ; that he came to this State 
in 1846 ; that he had fought in the Mexican 
war, and won the State, and now wanted to 
get something out of it, and it I would tell 
him what I wanted he would help me to get 
it. I replied that I did cot want anything ; 
' that the interest I had taken in te king to 
have the insect pest exterminated, and to 
have a bill passed for that purpose, was for 
the protection of my own bu-iness, in which 
I had 840,000 invested. This man (still a 
straLger to me) insisted that I should go with 
him to Senator Cox. Having an appoint­ 
ment with Assemblyman Hollister to go 
to the Governor’s office I parted with my 
unknown interlocutor. 
I was to call on 
Saturday morning at the Governor's cffice. 
As soon as I entered the building, tbe 
Btranger aDd his friend accosted me, with 
the request that I should go with them to 
Senator Cox, if only as an net of courtesy to 
the Senator, and also'as he (Boegp) was going 
home on the 3:50 P. JL train. I finally told 
him if Senator Cox wished to seo me in ire 
particularly than I wanted to eee him, he 
would send a messenger for me. »s he had 
done often during the sessioD. Mr. Boggs 
had stated to Senator Cox that I had in­ 
formed him that I did not want any position, 
and insisted on the Senator signing his peti­ 
tion for the office of Inspector of Fruit Pests, 
to nlhich the Senator replied, "Bring him 
here and let him tell me so.” Further com­ 
ment is unnecessary. 
, 
I- will fDrther state that in answer to in­ 
quiries made by Senators Cox and Iloutier, 
Assemblymen Hollister, Carter and others, 
during tbe time the bills were before the 
Legislature and after the passage of the bills, 
that I positively seated that I was not a can­ 
didate for the office of Inspector of Fruit 
PeBts Further, that the Domination of my 
self yesterday was without my knowledge or 
consent, as I had not solicited the position 
directly or indirectly from any member oi the 
Board. That nil who had any let ¡tímate 
connection with the passage of the bills knew 
that I favored leaving the cffice in the State 
Capitol (and which I yet believe to be the 
proper place for it), but at the reque-t of Dr. 
Chapin aud others the amended bills were 
made to read San Francisco, and afterwards 
changed by Senator Wnitney, of Alameda, to 
read: "to meet at snch places as it [the 
Board] may deem expedient.” Query—As 
the honorable gentlemen above named knew 
these statements to be true, what becomes of 
Mr. B -ggs’ disreputable stalement about my 
wanting to get the office established at my 
box factory. 
My interests in the protection of the horti­ 
cultural industry are the same as heretofore, 
and my services are freely offered to any and 
all persons who may wish such information 
as I can give them in relation to insect pests 
and remedies for their extermination.

Land aboct Los A ngeles-Ex-State 
Treasurer A. F. Coronel, of Los Angeles, 
who is in the city to attend the meeting of the 
State Board of Horticulture, states that less 
than two years ago he offered his place— 
fifty-three acres of orchard and vineyard—for 
8400 per acre, and found no purchaser. 
Tüere iias sioce beeu a Btrong increase in the 
value of property from Eastern people fet­ 
tling there, and the opening of markets for 
fruits, garden products, etc., in Arizona, New 
Mexico and Colorado, and he has within the 
past two weeks been offered 8800 per acre for 
the same property and refused it. He states 
that eueh property is now held by owners at 
from 81,000 to 81,200 per acre. Mr. McDon­ 
ald recently sold nis place for 81,200 per acn, 
and another man sold his for §1,400 per acre 
Tbe latter, however, was for tbe purpcss of 
cutting into lots as a city extension plat, The 
price of land anywhere in that section, Mr. 
Coronel says, wherever a small amount of 
water can be procurad for irrigating, is §100 
per acre. Land without such water privi­ 
leges or opportunity for iirigation, is worth 
§20 pier acie and upwards. It is used for 
grain, etc., depending upon the small and 
uncertain amount of winter rains that tall in 
that region. 
H indus and Old Masters.—A ludi­ 
crous mistake occurred on the 4 th instant 
in the Prince’s Dock. While the cargo of 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s 
steamship Malwa was being discharged one 
of the cases was accidentally broken open. 
The Custom-house officers in charge looked 
at the contents and promptly condemned 
them as “ indecent.” The case was con­ 
fiscated and carried away. The Custom­ 
house officials then proceeded to examine 
the improper pictures at their leisure. 
They found several porcelain slabs, each 
containing a representation of a nude 
female figure, and at the bottom of the 
vase they found, to their astonishment, a 
porcelain vase with the Viceroy’s photo­ 
graph. on one eide of it. The case, it 
turned out, was consigned to a foreign 
agent at Simla for Lord Ripon, and the 
“ indecent” pictures were careful copies of 
famous masterpieces. The box was nailed 
up again and dispatched to its destination.

E very little while some other portion of the 
world seeks to establish its pre-eminence in the 
minds of humanity generally by comparing 
itself to California, or arraying some feat ac­ 
complished elsewhere alongside of the method 
in which it is done in the Golden State, aDd 
accompanied with a sort of French shrug of 
the shoulders, as much as to say, “ These are 
the facts, gentlemen ; judge for yourselves 
where California is now.” Of course all these 
attempts are harmless, and only amusing, as 
surveyed in the distance, while we sit under 
onr own vineB and fig trees and take in tbe 
“ glorious climate.” This subject is just now 
called to mind by the follow’ng item, which 
appears in the Chicago Herald : 
A Colorado tanner has invented a duck-hunting 
outfit which discounts the California man’s cow. 
He stripped the hide from a bullock and mounted it 
on a wire skeleton which looked as natural as a 
firing animal. He cut away the belly of his wire 
bullock for his body and made two holes in the 
shuulders to take sight through. Wiieu tie wants a 
duck shoot he drops his skeleton over his head and 
starts out for the tules. He can walk light into a 
flock of ducks without startling them, aud has on 
one or two occasions returned home with his hiding 
place full of teal caught with his hands. He never 
fails to kill all be wants when he takes his gun, for 
he marches into a flock and turns both barrels loose 
at a time. He usually bags the whole Hock. He 
has applied foi a patent. 
The custom referred to, of California hunt­ 
ers walking up to a flock of ducks or wild 
geese by driving a trained cow or bullock just 
in front of the hunter, wa“, it is true, an 
ancient device, and regarded in those days as 
quite successful, but is never used here now, 
aud ¡3 only referred to in a disparaging way, 
as a relic of the past—very much as the 
grandfather tells how he traveled fifty years 
ago, when he emigrated to the far West with 
an ox team aud cart. The difficulty of the 
“ cow method” of hunting, as it was called, 
was that the hunter was able to kill but a 
single fl ck of ducks or geese at a time. 
That was satisfactory when the de­ 
mand 
for 
game 
was small, 
and 
tLe methods of hunting were in an un­ 
developed state, but the California hunter 
that was content with such primitive methods 
at the preseut day would get badly left in the 
race for supplying the game market. Be­ 
sides, cur connoisseurs, when enjoying a fine 
duck roast, or canvas-back a la mode, are no 
longer content to have the meat punched fuli 
of shot or chowdered up íd shooting, but, if 
necessary, would specify with their order that 
they would do their own chewing. This has 
led to various kinds of strategy aud methods 
for capturing ducks and wild geese without 
the use of shot or gun. Perhaps the most 
successful of these methods, and the one now 
most in practice, is that known as the "ware­ 
house trap," in use near Chico. One element 
of profit connected with this method is, that 
when a country warehouse is not in use for 
storage of grain, it can be rented during 
the game season to the professional 
hunters at a high monthly rate. The hunters 
operate by scattering some grain over the 
warehouse fioor and extending it through a 
door, and a short distance outride into the 
field. A few tame ducks or geese are placed 
in the inclosed field as decoys, aDd the first 
wild flock of their species that comes along 
dive down and help themselves to the grain. 
Soon other flocks, of which the air is full in 
the game season of the year, are attracted 
and ^ed by tbe trail into the waiehouse, and 
continue to go in, under the well known habit 
oi following those in the lead, until the en­ 
tire buildir g is packed full to the rafters. At 
this juncture the pressure within operates 
upon a simple automatic arrangement which 
suddenly closes the door and locks it with an 
electric padlock against the incursions of un­ 
authorized persons and tramps. 
Thus the hunter, without resorting to the 
clnmsy and diminutive methods in use íd 
Colorado, is ready to supply the fullest de­ 
mands ot the game market without firing a 
gun. The hunter—or game pr< prietor, as he 
is generally termed since adopting this meth­ 
od—has then nothing to do but to proceed to 
Sacramento and San Francisco, get up a cor­ 
ner on game and feathers, which having suc­ 
cessfully accomplished, and obtained low 
spot rates for transportation, he proceeds 
with special trains to deliver his catch. Of 
course the amount taken at a singie catch 
varies in proportion to the size of the ware­ 
house, but taking the difference in Weight be­ 
tween wheat, and game before picked, an 
ordinary Calif irnia warehouse which would 
hold 500 000 tons of grain will hold a catch of 
about 17‘.',326 tons of canvas-back ducks or 
gray geese. 
Thin method of catching the feathered game 
is what leads to the puzzle and query of all 
tourists from the East, when they are asked 
in our California Delmonicos, whether they 
will have their orders filled from game cauebt 
by the “ waiehouse euchre,,lor shot to pieces 
and mangled after the Eastern style. 
WHAT THE PRESS HAS TO SAY. 
Woodland Mail: Newspapers are not 
free from the temptation to scatter broad­ 
cast the shortcomings of their neighbors. 
From the metropolitan and national jour­ 
nals, with their gossip about the Presi­ 
dent, to the little circumscribed one-horse 
weekly of some rural hamlet, the same 
spirit prevails to sutne extent. We have 
here and there a dignified, gossipless jour­ 
nal, that rises above the vocation of a gut­ 
tersnipe, aud considers its mission to dif­ 
fuse light, aud disseminate knowledge, and 
advance morality as its specialty. Its pock­ 
ets are not tilled with obscene pictures. It 
does not smell of the sewer and cesspool. 
Winnemucca Silver State : The railroad 
reductions have gone into effect. The 
people should bear in mind that these re­ 
ductions have not been made by tbe poli­ 
ticians or by legislative enactments, but by 
the voluntary act of the company. The 
public ought to understand by this time 
that party platforms pledging the reduc­ 
tion of fares and freights are mere bun­ 
combe, calculated to mislead, and are never 
iutended to be fulfilled, and that to the 
railroad companies themselves, and not to 
politicians, they must look for a satisfact­ 
ory settlement of the railroad question. 
Solano 'Times: Facts should be looked 
squarely in the face, and, in trying to 
break up opium Binoking, it is folly to un­ 
derestimate its hold upon the peo­ 
ple. In conversation with one of our citi­ 
zens the other day, a man who claims to 
have had the run of most opium joints iu the 
principal cities and towns lying between 
Pnget Sound and Los Angeles, says that 
opium-smoking is more extensively prac­ 
ticed in \ allejo than in any other place of 
its size on the coast. 
Oregon Enterprise: Ninety per cent, of 
the immigrants whish arrived daring the 
month of March by ocean steamers are ac­ 
tual settlers, and come well supplied with 
funds. Ten per cent, are mechanics and 
laborers. 
Tbe aversge amount brought 
by a family is §1,000. In one colony of 
eighty-six Swedes and Norwegians who ar­ 
rived from Michigan, Wisconsin and Illi­ 
nois recently, the lowest amount held by 
any one family was §500, and tbe highest 
amount §5,200. 
The Oregonian: Beef, once the most 
abundant, is now becoming tbe scarcest of 
our necessary commodities. There is no 
probability that we shall ever again have 
as cheap beef as in the years gone by, and 
very probably it will never be much cheaper 
than it is now. 
On the one hand the 
natural grass ranges are being rapidly nar­ 
rowed, and on the other the consumption 
of beef is greatly increasing. Growing 
scarcity is the consequence. 
Virginia Enterprise : It is not to be ex­ 
pected that any reduction of rates made 
by the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
will satisfy the inveterate enemies of that 
incorporation. As we have already stated, 
the company has reduced its passenger 
rates on round trip tickets along tbe en­ 
tire length of its route in the State of Ne­ 
vada. Certain reductions will soon follow 
on the portion of the road in California. 
Stockton Herald: It is strange that 
bright and worldly-wise women such as 
actresses generally are, should almost 
unanimously make fools of themselves in 
their matrimonial ventures. 
It is only 
when an actress marries a man who takes 
her off the stage, or one of her own pro­ 
fession, that she has a reasonable cbance of 
getting a husband who will not be a drag 
and a shame to her. 
Marysville Appeal: Californians are as­ 
sured “ glorious times” 
Business will 
soon feel the influence which mnst come 
from the flattering agricultural prospects. 
There will also be a better demand for 
labor, and wages will co np higher. 
The 
money which is locked up in the banks will 
soon begin to move, and the purchasing 
power will be better equalized. 
The Stockton Independent believes the 


people of Pennsylvania after] all prefer to 
lionize Dukes, the murderer, than to repro­ 
bate his crime. The great indignation 
manifested against the villainous sconndrel 
appears to be nothing more than a sham. 
If the people really meant what they say 
the audacious devil would never again be 
allowed to show his face near the scene of 
his bloody work. 
Carson Appeal: Tbe Comstock lode is 
now doing incomparably better than the 
public at large has any idea of.

M adder P lant —One of the oldest 
red dyes is that known as madder, the 
powdered root of a plant botanically styled 
Kubia tinctorum. It was known and ex­ 
tensively used by the ancients, and Dio*- 
corideB accurat-iy describes it under the 
name, Ereuthodonon. Madder is extensive, 
ly cultivated in France and Holland, in 
Asia Minor, and íd this country in the 
States of Ohio and Delaware. 
The roots 
are perennial, though the stalks are an­ 
nual, slender, quadrangular and jointed 
It is furnished with prickles, enabling it to 
climb np on other plants. 
The branches 
are in pairs, the leaves elliptical, pointed 
and rough, the flowers yellow, on a spike 
The fruit is a round black berry. The 
roots are long, succulent fibers, and when 
two or three years old are best for dyers’ 
nae. 
Tne plant is raised from seed or 
from shoots planted in August. In com 
mcrce, only the powdered root is c a lle d 
madder, the w hole root being styled 
It is a ennous fact that this dye will color 
the bones of hogs and other anuuals ea .ng 
it in their food.

.OCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE TRUSTEE RECOUNT. 
The recount of the ballots cast at the late 
election for Messrs. Knox and Neilsen for 
Second Trustee was ccnfcluded yesterday. In 
Precinct 3 Mr. Neilsen gained one, but soon 
after the box of Precinct 3.1 was opened and 
the conut of its contents commenced it was 
discovered that something was wrong. It 
was rumored a few days since that some un­ 
precedented developments would be made 
up >n examination of the ballots of this pre­ 
cinct. Upon full inquiry nothing could be 
obtained of the hinted-at startling facts, bat 
it was ominously intimated that a certain 
man, who had a bet upon the result of the 
vote, ha upon the night of the election, and 
while t’ie vote was being counted, hid him­ 
self beneath the table of the election officers 
and scratched Neilsen’s name to such an ex­ 
tent tb at his bet would be safe upon a recount. 
Mr. Knox, upon hearing of the rumor, 
proposed to withdraw his suit for recount, 
as should the rumored irregularity prove to 
have foundation the intimation might be 
raised that he was knowing to it. C. T, 
Jones, of Mr. Knox'a counsel, thereupon 
called upon the man to which the rumored 
tampering pointed, and made full inquiry, 
but the man said tnera was absolutely noth­ 
ing whatever in the charge, and the rumor 
was supposed to have been effectively pricked 
as an elt ti in bubble, and the Buit was al­ 
lowed to stand. 
When the recount of the ballots of Precinct 
■ k had progressed a few moments yesterday, 
there appeared evidence that the ballots had 
been tampered with by some one, and in a 
way which strongly supported previous ru­ 
mors, as iead-pencil lines had bten struck 
across the face of a large number of ballots, 
not always noon the same name and Borne- 
times not just upon any name, but which 
had the appearance of having been intended 
to cancel Xeilsen from the ticket. At times 
these pencil-marka would be horizontal across 
the ticket, and at others at angles, while still 
others were nearly perpendicular. The Court 
aud attorneys were entirely nonplussed by 
the denouement for it was done by a person 
with iutent to deliberately tamper with the 
ballots and elect the opponent. It was so 
patent, and so buuglingly done, as to entirely 
dtfeat the purpose ; but if it were not for this 
object, the real cause which should move to 
it and the opportunity for its accomplishment 
were alike inexplicable. As soon as enough 
of the ballots thus marked had been taken 
oat to disclose the situation, Mr. Jones im­ 
mediately asked the Court, on behaff of his 
client, Mr. Kaox, to dismiss the suit, as it 
was not desired to win the case under any 
circumstances, if there could be the least op­ 
portunity for suspicion of unfairness, or any 
question a< to tb - actual number of votes re­ 
ceived by each candidate. The ca3e was 
thereupon dismissed as requested. 


BOARD OF SUPERVI80R8. 
Yesterday was the last day of the regular 
session of the Board of Supervisors; all the 
members present. 
Steinman gave a written notice that on 
May 22J, at 2 P. s., he will introduce a reso­ 
lution to rescind the resolution adopted 
April 9, 1832, which allowed the County 
Auditor a deputy at a salary of §125 per 
month. 
Smith gave notice that on the second day 
of the next regular term he will introduce 
amendments to the chaiu-gang ordinance. 
A communication was received from Mat­ 
thew Cooke, stating that the Supreme Court 
had not declared unconstitutional the law 
establishing County Boards of Horticulture, 
and requesting that the demands cf the mem­ 
bers be allowed. The matter wvs referred to 
the Dietriet Attorney, 
Mr. Taylor appeared on behalf of the 
petitioners, and asked to withdraw the peti­ 
tion for a new road, signed by Capíes and 
others. The requeBt was granted.

prevent such a possibility.

FASHION LETTER TO MESSRS. WEINSTOCK & LUBIN. 
New Y ork, March 31, 1883. 
There has been much discussion and eome indignation at the views 
recently expressed in reference to the condition and proper position of 
women by the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix in his Lenten lectures. While it 
is not for your correspondent to tske either one or the other side in 
the isnue between the distinguished Rector of Trinity Parish and the 
offended of the weaker sex in New York ci'y ; while no one can read cf 
the late Conkling-Haverstick tragedy, in which a long-suffering brother 
kills his enemy in assuming to rescue a sister, a wife and a mother from 
ignominy and infamy, without feeling that there is ciying need 
for a reform in social ideas, a crying need of a trenchant blade to lop off 
social excrescences, and to lay bare the festering canker which is eating 
out the vitals of social law and order, we are happy in knowing that 
THE AMERICAN HUSBAND 13 
THE MOST FORRE kBING 
And the most indulgent of husbands. Would it not be well if the 
American husbands were less imbued with these amicable virtues, if 
thereby the American wife is encouraged to be careless of the vows 
which she assumes in becoming a wif e, aad reckless alike of her own and 
her husband's honor and happiness, his pride, his peace and his purse ? 
Extravagance, fondness for excitement aud greed for the sensational, 
form the corrupting virus which, finding its way to the hesrthside, is 
desecrating the family altar and destroying the home. Because Dr. 
Dix happens to be the first whose voice has been raised in protest 
against the evil, we do not feel that he should be the most reprobated of 
men ; we do not feel like joining Sorosis in tbe anathema like denuncia­ 
tion of the brave and noble position he has taken. With tbe home 
influence pure and honorable, we may expect the lmsband, the father, 
the brother and the son to go forth into the battle of the world 
stronger and * braver; and, though we must accredit much to 
man in his failures in life’s conflicts, there is much to 
charge to woman in 
her failure 
to be 
the helpmeet. 
With her hu b and’a happiness, honor and prosperity as the incentives 
to actioD, no wife can fail of her duty ; and with the remembrance of 
this guardianship on the part of a wife, few husbands could fail, at lea9t, 
in the chivalrous devotion which attests an appreciation of attentions 
grounded in afftcticn. These thoughts into which we have-been betrayed 
by a pen that is often disposed to wander off from a projected track, are 
hardly relevan; just now, with spring opeaings of every-day occur­ 
rence, and spring shopping uppermost in the minds of the Ion ton. 
And just here we feel constrained to say that, if our ladies this 
spring are not extravagant, , t is not because there are no temptations 
to extravagance. 
We have never seen richer or more elegant goods 
in our market, and we have never known a season when they were 
more alluring. 
PREVALENCE OF THE ENGLISH “ CAPOTE." 
By-the by, as wo promised in our last letter, we must Bay a 
word in regard to the millinery on display in the expositions in retail 
houses ; and, again, as was the case during last fall and winter, we are 
inclined to think that fashion Í3 disposed to play us false. You will 
remember that, in our earliest reference to spring styles in millinery, 
we alluded to the probable prevalence of small bonnets ; or that 
the capote would be the leading fancy in the headdress. 
Then, 
somewhat to our surprise, bonnets of larger and of medium sizes 
were brought out, 
and the probabilities seemed in 
their 
favor. 
Now, the small bonnets have again the lead; 
and 
some of them are bo diminutive that they appear to be nothing 
mere than the crown with a mere pretense of a brim, and a little trim­ 
ming of narrow ribbon, lace and fl owers, or a little feather pompon 
posed high on the left side. Some of them, indeed—the English capote 
especially—is a little oval cap, with a puff of velvet or a ruche of lace, 
or both the velvet and the lace on the edge, outlined by a densely-made 
garland of small blossoms supplemented by a little tuft of blossoms sus­ 
taining an aigrette or nestled upon by several humming-birds posed high 
on the left side—the trimming being completed by striDgs of narrow 
velvet ribbon. Much tinselry will ba worn. Many of the prettiest 
models in the capote have the crown of tinsei gauze, with a puff of vel­ 
vet smothered by a ruche of gold point lace to substitute a brim ; while 
a little tuft of ostrich tips, or a feather pompon as frequently appears 
as the objective garniture as the cluster of flowers. Attractive capotes 
are of basket-braiding in two colors, or two shades of the same color, 
with narrow velvet ribbon interwoven and overlapping the edge of the 
brim ; aud for trimming, a rosette formed of many loops and forked 
ends of the ribbon, posed high on the left Bide, completed by strings of 
the ribbon. O.-, instead of the rosette, a close cluster of heliotrope, 
geranium blossoms, young rose-buds, pansies or daisies, or a feather 
pompor, is used. Flower capotes and tuibans are also exceedingly pop­ 
ular. These are simply the frame edges with a puff of velvet or a lace 
ruche, coveted with small blossoms set as thickly as possible, a close 
garland of the same or other blo3Boms outlining the brim, and the 
trimming a tuft of flowers, a pompou or a rosette, with narrow ribbon 
strings. 
SMALL BONNETS, HOWEVER, DO NOT B ILE 
To the utter exclusion of large shapes. These have their advocates 
and their devotees ; and these are destined to have part in the styles 
of the next *two seasons—with notable favor as the weather 
becomes warmer, and there is greater need to shelter the 
eyes from the sur. The shapes heretofore noticed are those 
most abundant in the openings in the retail houses, with special 
consideration for that with the triangular or “ lish-wife ” brim. Of 
these we see many of basket braids with assistant interbraiding of 
narrow velvet ribbon. They are all faced with velvet; while for com­ 
mon service, the rosette of velvet ribbon seems to be the most popular 
trimming—this being an agreeable change from the long use of both 
feathers and flowers—though first, flowers and montures of ostrich tips 
are all seen in the trimming of the large bonnets. 
LARGE HATS- STRAW BRAIDS. 
Large hats are regaining notice, by easy stages, and probably by 
the first of June they will be in as great demand as they frere a year 
sgo. As the large bonnets, those of the straw braidB are all faced with 
velvet, while the trimming is most frequently drapery or bards of folded 
velvet and a heavy monture of feathers—this fact also throwing us back 
to the earliest information dispatched to you in reference to spring 
styles in millinery. Garlands of flowers, however, trim many of the 
large hats, with the understanding that these hats are expected to do 
duty at summering watering-places or in the country, rather than with 
the spring costume on the promenades of the city. 
THE “ MODE” THE FAVORITE. 
For the present, costumes combining a plaided with a plain or 
checked material tule the mode, the most approved style showing a 
plaited skirt or kilt of the plaided stnff, with the drapery and the 
basque waist of the plain or the checked Btnff, the drapery being lifted 
very high in front and forming a narrow drooping arrangement on the 
back. The waist is finished with collar and cuffs of the plaided mate­ 
rial. More elaborate costumes have tbe skirt laid in wide double or 
triple bex-plaite, and each plait is striped down the center with a piece 
of velvet ribbon, which terminates in a loop at the bottom. Narrow 
velvet ribbon, used in several rows, trims the front drapery; and a 
graceful fancy drapes a sssh of wide velvet ribbon around the edge of 
the basque, and ties it in a great bow on one hip or on the center of the 
back, l’his style of dressmaking is particularly f ffective in costumes 
of the fashionable light changeable and checked silks, anil the veilings— 
velvet trimming lending mueh richness to tfe substantial material. 
SMALL MANTELETS. 
The most recent wraps are small mantelets, many of them with 
the ronud caps back and the pelerine nr deep tab-shaped fronts ; and 
French laces, jetted passementerie, rat-tail fringe and ribbon bows 
constitute the trimming. More of costumes and wraps in onr next.

T bs Glories of Eaturn, Jupiter and Retrain 
ol Orion. 
Through the kind invitation of Alvin 
C lark * Sons, a email party of observers 
from Providence, R. L, paid a visit to 
Cambridgeport for the purpose of beholding 
the starlit heavenB through the largest and 
best reflecting telescope in the world, for 
these telescope-makers have recently com­ 
pleted an object-glass thirty inches in di­ 
ameter for the Pulkowa Observatory, the 
Russian Government making a contract 
w ith them for an objective that should ex­ 
ceed in size and perfection of workman­ 
ship any other instrument of the kind in 
the world. 
In order to test the working 
qualities of the object-glass, a trial mount­ 
ing has been erected in the yard of the 
workshop, with dimensions corresponding 
to the magnitude of the great objective. 
This temporary structure consists of a pier 
of solid masonry twenty-s'even feet in 
hight, to which is firmly fixed, with vari­ 
ous joints, hinges and movements, a Bheet 
iron tube made in three sections. 
The 
tube is forty-five feet in length and forty 
inches in diameter. Nothing is more essen­ 
tial to the success of astronomical observa­ 
tion than the weather, and nothing more 
uncertain. 
The mild winter da> had been 
almost perfect in its conditions, a clear 
sunshine, a cloudless sky, a gorgeous sun­ 
set. 
But as the sun sank below the hori­ 
zon a fierce wind arose. 
When this sub­ 
sided it was succeeded by an intense cold 
that made it no pastime to be out in the 
open air. 
The members of the observing 
party, however, nothing daunted, take 
their places under the stars. 
The expanse 
of heaven presents a scene of exceeding 
beauty. 
The sky is unflecked .by a single 
•cloud, the crisp, cold atmosphere is free 
from a breath of moisture. 
A suspicion of 
tw ilight still lingers in the west, the slen­ 
der crescent of the new moen, only a day 
old, holds in her arms the old moon with 
an outline of remarkable distinctness, and 
the zodiacal light extends its cone of pale . 
gold high up toward the zenith. 
The stars 
swarm in the dark dome arching above us, 
as they twinkle and glitter in the frosty 
air. 
The brightest stars, the most superb 
clusters that spangle the firmanent, are in­ 
cluded in-the grand procession, the princely 
Jupiter marshaling the host. 
RisiDg from 
an unbroken surface of snow, and looming 
up in the blackness of night with ghost­ 
like indistinctness, the 
huge telescope 
Beems to pierce the skies and dwarf to Lili- 
putian dimensions the observers at its base. 
W e are impressed with the sublimity and 
grandeur of the twinkling mysteries that 
people the sky depths. 
We feel that we 
are on consecrated ground. 
For on this 
spot Alvin Clark, the younger, while test­ 
ing an object-glass, made in lSti'2 one of 
the great discoveries of the century, the 
companion of Sirius. 
Here, too, the great 
W ashington telescope was finished in 1873, 
and has made itself illustrious by bringing 
to view, in 1877, the two moons of Mars. 
There is reason, therefore, to hope that the 
instrum ent on which we are now looking, 
w ith its larger caliber, and under the skill­ 
ful handling of Otto Struve, will become 
even more famous on astronomical records. 
Object-glass, eye-piece and other required 
appurtenances are in position, and the 
great eye is pointed at the planet Saturn. 
The transformation is like a vision of fairy 
land. 
Tne pale star, on which, a moment 
since, we had looked with the unaided eye 
is now a creation of surpassing loveliness, 
the most charming telescopic objeet the 
heavens reveal. 
Saturn, his rings and his 
moons, are before us. 
The disk, a golden 
sphere crossed by faint cloud-bands of a 
delicate creamy tint, the wonderful rings 
softly cradling the planet, seven of the 
eight moons beaming from the dark back­ 
ground of the sky. 
Titan, the largest 
moon, showing a perceptible disk, make 
up the shining picture. 
Every detail of 
th e magnificent and complex Saturniau 
system is complete. 
The shadowy cloud- 
bands on the disk ; the outer ring, with 
its faint line of division; the division 
between the outer and inner rings; the 
second or inner rin g ; the third or crepe 
ring, closely joined to the second ; and the 
break in the rings formed by the shadow 
of the planet. 
There is, however, an im­ 
perfection in the view. 
The definition is 
not perfect, a most im portant element 
where planets are concerned. 
It would 
seem that telescopes of such dimensions 
should magnify objects in proportion to the 
size. 
But such is not the case. 
Saturn 
looks but little larger than in a smaller 
glass, though much brighter. 
For the 
great telescopes collect and concentrate all 
the light that falls upon them, and therein 
lies their power. 
The coloring of the pict­ 
ure is exquisite. 
The glorious orb, its 
surface resplendent with liquid gold, is 
crossed by a central band of creamy white, 
and flecked with spots of delicate prismatic 
hues, and the rings are curiously variegated 
in color, the innermost being of a rich pur­ 
ple. 
The planet seems almost to stand up­ 
right within the engirdling rings, only a 
small portion being visible beneath them. 
W e are fortunate in seeing him under very 
favorable aspect. 
For his rings are open­ 
ing wider, his northern decliuation is in­ 
creasing, and he is approaching perihelion. 
These conditions will culminate in 1885. 
J upiter is the next object to test the space- 
annihilating glass. 
The prince of planets 
is superb, larger than the full moon, though 
but little larger than we have seen him 
many times in a telescope of eight inches 
aperture. 
He is, however, much brighter, 
on account of the light-collecting power of 
the glass. 
Though by no means as mag­ 
nificent as Saturn, he far exceeds him in 
mass and volume, and, as he is twice as 
near, we see him on a much larger scale. 
The giant of the system takes on grand 
proportions, the flood of light irradiating 
his surface briDgs out every minute detail. 
His broad belts are delicious in coloring, 
8nffused with pale rose, mottled with soft 
gray, purple, brown and delicate green. 
W e have seen Jupiter when the definition 
was much more perfect, but never with the 
variety of tint and tone we behold this 
n ig h t; never before did he seem so near, so 
grand in proportions, so symmetrical in 
equipoise. 
His four satellites a.-e in line 
on his left and bear witness to the power 
of the telescope by presenting disks in­ 
stead of points. 
We find it difficult to de­ 
cide which of the two pictures is the more 
beautiful. 
Saturn is more magnificent, 
more complex, more curious, but Jupiter is 
more majestic, more like the great sun 
himself. 
We have time for only one more 
view, and this is to be the great nebula of 
Orion. 
In a moment, in a twinkling of an 
eye, the little wisp of cloud haze round the 
star in the sword of the Mighty Hunter 
th at is visible to the unaided vision be­ 
comes one of the most glorious spectacles 
th at ever breaks upon the entranced eye of 
an observer.- The most wonderful nebula 
the northern skies reveal is before us, fill­ 
ing the field of view, and suffused with a 
celestial light suggestive of the holy city 
th at had “ no need of the sun, neither of 
the moon to shine in it, for the glory of 
God did lighten it.” 
The delicacy of the 
celestial glow pervading the scene is beau­ 
tiful beyond expression. 
The central point 
of interest is the famous trapezium consist­ 
ing of four bright stars and two smaller 
ones. 
Around this sextuple group radiate 
w hat seem to be the head and branching 
horns of some huge animal, the trapezium 
occupying its open mouth, and surrounding 
a space of sky within which reigns the 
blackness of darkness, unilluminated by 
the suspicion of a star. 
Spiral curves of 
nebulous haze fill in the field of vision, the 
radiating mass being of a delicate green 
tint, while dotted over the shadowy haze, 
and'mingling with it in mysterious union, 
are numerous bright 6tars, imparting an 
element of life to the formless void and 
helping to light up this scene of indescriba­ 
ble grace and grandeur which no pencil 
may paint, no words describe. 
The fas­ 
cinating picture holds us spellbound. 
We 
realize the power of the mighty piece of 
mechanism that brings to our eye this 
amazing creation of distant space, this in­ 
comprehensible blending of stars and star 
dust. 
Definition is of little consequence 
in observing the shadowy nebula;. 
Light 
is the element needed, and nearly every 
• jy th a t falls upon the great objective is 


faithfully transm itted to the observing eye. 
Imagination seeks in vain to fathom this 
mystery of this mysteries, this chaotic 
mass so beautifully fashioned, this lovely 
blending of tints of gold and delicate 
green, this flood of light th at started from 
distant space hundreds of years ago, this 
Bpiral form that reveals the quickening 
pulse of material life. 
W e feel, as we 
gaze upon the celestial scene, that we are 
standing upon the threshold of the golden 
portal th at separates the earthly from the 
heavenly. 
We have a glimpse of the glory 
to be revealed. 
The Russian objective will 
soon be transported to its destination in 
the Pulkowa Observatory, founded by the 
Czar Nicholas, and overlooking the city of 
the Czars from its lofty position on the 
Pulkowa hills, nine miles south of St. Pe­ 
tersburg.—[Providsnce Journal.

DRESSING. 


Those will be well dressed who wear the 
right thing at the right time. 
The exam­ 
ple ought to come from the educated and 
refined. 
We constantly hear French dress­ 
ing extolled ; the reason is that the French­ 
woman, being of a more positive turn of 
mind, is less prone to the effective and 
picturesque, and her appearance, therefore, 
will generally be in harmony with her sur­ 
roundings. 
The bonne, in Bpotless cap and 
apron, going to m ark et; the grisette, in 
sober-colored but well-made merino, the 
plain straw bonnet relieved by a touch of 
crimson ; the grand dame walking to mass 
in her rich but simple black silk, trimmed 
with a few yards ot Chantilly round neck 
and wrists—are all dressed in reference to 
the hour of the day and the errand they 
pursue.

flounces, beads and embroidery, regardless 
of expense, harmony or fitness. 
I t íb not 
that many of these dresses are not very 
pretty and picturesque in themselves—for 
instance, that maroon velvet, trailing along 
in the dust and suggestive only of heat 
and discomfort this hot summer morning, 
would look beautiful and rich at a 5 o’clock 
tea on a January afternoon. 
In yonder 
red plush parasol there can be no redeem­ 
ing point ; it always must be an anomaly ;

It

woman contents herself with a few very 
well made and not too showy dresses, with 
everything thereto pertaining complete.

Dress 
may and ought to express the character 
and idiosyncrasy of the wearer, but never 
at the expense of fitness and neatness. 
The impress of the mind upon dress is 
often seen in the case of ladies who hunt 
and race. 
The necessity of taking quick 
decisions clears their ideas, and they al­ 
ways know exactly what they want. Their 
appearance is the acme of neatness, but 
shows neither variety nor imagination. 
W ith artists it is the contrary ; a certain 
negligence of attire and eccentricity in 
shape and color indicate a turn of thought 
speculative and ideal. 
Anything too much 
like a costume, be 
it ever so pretty, 
will look out of place in the street or 
other public resorts ; but it is quite legiti­ 
mate to go for inspiration to the apse of 
“ Michael Angelo’s Bride ” for a dreesing- 
gown to be worn only in your sanctum. 
Dressing for effect in bad or inferior stuffs 
ever denotes an unreal and unrefined mind ; 
simplicity of outline is the basis of grace ; 
richness ought to depend upon the fabric 
itself, not upon the mass of trimming. 
Cottons and muslins must be simple and 
dainty, easily washed and cleaned ; their 
charm depends entirely upon the sensation 
of crispness and freshness they give to the 
beholder. 
B jws and buttons ought to be 
put where they are wanted or where they 
might appear to be of use, and not un­ 
meaningly scattered about in promiscuous 
places. 
The wonderful dignity and finish 
we admire in medlieval dress depends 
mainly upon all the ornamentation being 
based upon necessity.—[Lady Paget, in the 
Nineteenth Century.

OUR 
CIVILIZATION. 


The observing reader has for some time 
been watching with much interest the 
lirahmo Somaj, the church which has re­ 
turned to the oldest religious literature ex­ 
tan t in India, and which holds to and 
teaches the worship of the One God. 
The 
leading mind engaged in this mevement is 
that of Keahub Chunder Sen, who is also 
the foremost man to day in the Oriental 
world. 
He recently delivered an addresa 
in which he announced his intention of 
soon visiting the West, or New W orld, and 
which was substantially as follows : 
The axis of thonght round which the 
world revolves is spun out of theiuffuences 
contributed both by the East and the West. 
But as in the economy of Providence the 
W est dominates over the East, the eastern 
elements of the force of thought have de­ 
cayed so much, and parted from the gen­ 
eral constitution of things, that it may al­ 
most be said to have ceased to exist. 
The 
law of human progress is to claim one’s 
birthrights. And the East claims its birth­ 
rights. 
W ell did the minister say th at 
Asia was the nativity, the cradle and nur­ 
sery of all the g:eateBt prophets and saints. 
W hat are the rights toey have conferred 
upon this birth-place. 
The right of re­ 
ceiving first the law of faith. 
The right 
of receiving the law of love and grace. 
The right of first receiving the law of self­ 
discipline, and ascetic self-sacrifice. 
The 
result of these rights received and exer­ 
cised is the transcendent spirituality for 
which the laud of the rising sun is justly 
famous in the annals of the world. 
ThiB 
characteristic of spirituality is what the 
Cbnrch of the New D.spensation has culti­ 
vated above all things. 
In our devotions, 
disciplines, institutions, writings, we have 
tried to keep the flame of Eastern spiritu­ 
ality ever aglow. 
During the last fifty- 
three years the Brahmo Somaj has humbly, 
but steadily, endeavored to mature its 
spiritual character, and interpreting the 
leading personalities and predominant ideas 
of great religions, has invited all the con- 
tinenta to partake of the universal fellow­ 
ship which God’s messengers in all lands 
and ages have prophesied. 
I feel com­ 
manded to carry this message. 
But if the 
East is famous for its spirituality, Europe 
is famous for its education. 
The great cir­ 
cles of thought, civilization, science, th e­ 
ology, of manly acquirement, inquiry and 
research are there. 
Tae charges of exclu­ 
siveness, conservatism and stagnation, both 
moral and intellectual, are laid at the door 
of Asia. 
Europe has the right of a ca­ 
tholicity of culture. 
Even the language 
and literature of the East have had revival 
there. 
The religions of the East are re­ 
ceiving increased investigation and honor. 
Europe is paying back its debt to our con­ 
tinent by freely remitting to us its civili­ 
zation, its science, its spirit of social and 
moral life, and exalting us gradually to the 
plane of an enlightened and educated na­ 
tional manhood. 
I hold the claims of 
Eastern spirituality to'be transcendental. 
I hold th e analytic intellect of E arope, its 
broad scientific spirit, in equal honor. The 
spirituality of the New Dispensation m ust 
pass through the test of the intense and 
im partial thoughtfulness of the European 
type of character .before it is converted 
into th e soul’s pabulum for all m ankind. 
The precision of Europe m ust be added to 
th e inspiration of Asia. 
W estern culture 
and independent thought m ust be combined 
w ith E astern sentim ent and loftiness of 
devotion. 
E arope m ust 
contribute its 
quota to the character of the New D ispen­ 
sation. 
I feel comm anded to receive into 
my nature th e elem ents of th at contribu­ 
tion. 
Even at the risk of being charged 
w ith egotism I m ust avow th a t from early 
youth I have been the child of overpow er­ 
ing impulses. 
M y impulsiveness has been 
of the m ost inveterate type of O riental­ 
ism. 
M y emotions have been strong, b ut 
strongest whenever I have approached th e 
feet of m y God. 
For nearly a q uarter of 
a century the threshold has been daily 
bathed by floods of tears which I have re­ 
peatedly, bu t vainly, tried to resist. 
M y 
sentim entality has often provoked the sa r­ 
casm of friends. 
B ut I have often said in 
my heart, this flood of tears is not m y 
fault, but of the nature w hich m y God has 
given me. 
As a preventive against puerile 
sentim entality, which I have sincerely a b ­ 
horred a t all tim es, I have for m any years 
cultivated th e spirit of precise European 
thought and culture, such as m y circum ­ 
stances allowed. 
I have been studying 
hard, critical, 
intellectual books w nich 
ought to nave moved out eveiy redundance 
of emotion. 
I m ay honestly say my m en­ 
tal susceptibilities have been greatly m old­ 
ed by th e genius of European thought and 
civilization. 
A nd not nnfrequently have 
I stood charged as the apostle of European- 
ism. 
I have never taken th a t charge as too 
condem natory, nor as too com plim entary 
If it is any fault the fault is not mine, bu t 
his who gave m y nature to me. 
If it is 
honorable the honor is his alone. 
I adm it 
there is a fair modicum of tru th in th a t 
charge. 
I take no discredit for having cul­ 
tivated 
m y 
devotional, 
contem plative, 
m oral faculties like an honest O riental. 
I 
claim no discredit for having cultivated 
my intellectual, analytical, m editative fac­ 
ulties according to the standard of the E u ­ 
ropean independence and moral rectitude. 
I know I am far from achieving perfection 
in either, bu t I have honestly tried to com ­ 
bine the two. 
B at I know my education 
is not complete. 
T nat it may be complete 
I feel commanded to go in a pilgrim age to 
th e u tterm ost parts of the great W est. 
Perfection, like eternity, is represented by 
a great circle, and the W est naturally leads 
to the E ast again. 
The W est is only for a 
short to-morrow, the E ast is my abade for 
evermore. 
The combination of the E x t ­ 
ern and W estern elem ents which tho spirit 
of my church has struggled to effect in me 
and the others subjectively, it is now m y 
heart’s wish to realize objectively in lands 
and circum stances far otherw ise than w hat 
now surround me. 
For years together th e 
religion of the New Dispensation has la­ 
bored under m isrepresentations which mu3t 
be removed. For years together friends have 
been alienated by m isunderstandings which 
m ust be explained. 
T hat the New D is­ 
pensation can stand the severest tests of 
W estern criticism , and form an alliance 
w ith the most advanced spirit of science in 
every part of the globe, m ust be proved by 
the evidence of the eye and ear. 
T h at it 
is the sim plest and spontaneous creed, y et 
capable of endless complications of devel­ 
opm ent, m ust be dem onstrated. 
T h at it 
is enemy to no real religion, no real philos­ 
ophy, no real civilizaron, m ost be brought 
home to every p art of the world. 
All this 
has been sufficiently evidenced in India. 
I t m ust be evidenced elsewhere also. Hence 
my projected pilgrimage. 
India claims to 
be more w idely known over the w orld in 
its new ly aw akened aspirations and en­ 
deavors. 
A ncient is deservedly honored, 
but m odern India dem ands some. ^ In poli­ 
tics men m ay differ and quarrel. B u t who 
can doubt th a t in the moral and spiritual 
aspirations of the land all nations may 
take part. 
In moral and spiritual aspira­ 
tions we are united w ith the world. 
M e 
have accepted European religion, European 
civilization, literature, m orality, according 
to the light and interpretation of our own 
conscience, and why m ay we not expec« 
th at the daw n of spirituality in onr ancient 
land m ay help som ew hat to remove the 
tw ilight of other landB ? 
Full of this am ­ 
bition and aspiration, I stand to announce 
my intended pilgrim age.

The D yn am ite E xcitem en t In L ondon. 
London, April 6;h.—Interest in the nitro­ 
glycerine discoveries continues to grow, and 
the excitement is inteose. The paperB are 
making most oí the opportnni’y and are sell­ 
ing fríquent editions with headings such as 
“ A Plot to Blow Up London.” Toe contents 
of the editorials, and the local news also, seek 
to connect the arrest of the four dynamite 
Drisoners with the advice given by O’Uouovan 
Rosna to the Irishmen, to burn everything 
English except their coal. 
A stock of exolosivee was discovered by 
the police at Whitehead’s manufactory in 
Birmingham. 
It has been examined by the 
Government Inspector, who reports that he 
und among the other articles for destruc­ 
tion of life aod property 170 pounds of nitro- 
gl ycerine. 
The Government has already 
aken action by locking to the amendment 
of the law in regard to the possession of ex- 
losives. 
. 
Sir William Harcourt, the Home Secretary, 
nnouaced this afternoon in the House of 
Commons that on Monday next he would in- 
oduce a bill to that effect, and would ask 
e House to facilitate the passage of the bill 
order to secure its speedy enactment. The 
announcement of the Government’s intention 
to deal with them in this manner w«s re­ 
ceived with cheers by the House. 
THE PRISONERS IN COURT. 
. 
London, April 6th.—Four men have been 
arrested in this city within the past forty- 
eight hours on suspicion of being concerned 
in the plots to blow up the Government 
buildiags, and were arraigned in the Bow- 
street Court this morning. Justice Ingham, 
who presided, informed them that they were 
brought to the bar upon a charge of having in 
their possession explosive material, with in­ 
tent to use the Bame for felonious purposes. 
The statute provides that persons convicted 
of th iB crime shall ba liable to punishment of 
two years at Ijprd labor. 
The prisoners 
were 
put down 
on 
the 
charge sheet 
as Norman, aged 22; 
Gallagher, aged 
33 ; Wilson, aged 22 ; Dalton, aged 3'J. Dal­ 
ton is also known by the alias of John O’Con­ 
nor. When the prisoners marched into the 
dock, a stalwart policeman was stationed be­ 
hind each. They are all intelligent men, 
well dressed, and have every appearance of 
being respectably educated. 
The evideuce, both direct and circumstan­ 
tial, was given almost entirely by the detect­ 
ives. They deposed that they fallowed Nor­ 
man from the dynamite factory in Bir­ 
mingham to his hotel in this city; that 
they 
dogged 
his 
footsteps Wedneeday 
evening, 
and 
finally 
arrested 
him 
late that night. When made prisoner he de­ 
clared that be had no idea what the box con­ 
tained, yet in his pockets were keys which 
exactly fitted the box. The detectives also 
found on him a £5 note with the stamp of 
March 10th printed thereon. Among other 
articles taken from him was a map of Lon­ 
don, andan envelope addressed “ Gallagher, 
American Exchange.” 
The officers stated 
also that he had in his possession a telegram 
directing him to call on Fletcher, Charing 
Cross Hotel. Fletcher is the persoD who, ac­ 
cording to Norman, engaged him to carry the 
dynamite box taken from him. 
In regard to Wilson and Gallagher, the 
evidence of the policemen who arres' ed them 
was not less convincing. 
They deposed that 
when they inquired of Wilson what he had 
in his portmanteau he curtly replied, “ You 
had better look.” They examined it, and 
found rubber bags containing the liquids al­ 
ready 
describid. 
Gallagher denied any 
knowledge of these bags or their contents. 
Although 
Gallagher 
was 
arrested 
in 
Nelson 
Square, 
he 
gave 
his 
address 
as Charing Cross Hotel. 
It was remarked at 
this point in the proceedings that Gallagher’s 
connection with Norman was that an en­ 
velope found on Norman was directed to Gal­ 
lagher, and Fletcher s dispatch to Norman 
asked him to call at the place which Gallagher 
claimed as his residence. The police claimed 
further that they found at Gallagher’s rcoms 
rubber bags like those in the portmanteau, 
besides a quantity of money and a letter of 
credit from $66,000, dated New York, March 
loth. Gallagher here interposed with the re­ 
mark that the much-talked-about liquid was 
hydrate of chlorate, and if rubber bags were 
explosive that was indeed a new discovery. 
In respect to the arrest of Dalton, alias 
O'Connor, the police testified that he refused 
to give any address except Bowles’ reading- 
rooms, 110 Edward place, Fulham Read. 
He was, however, searched, and Borne pieces 
of fuse and a thermometer found. 
Dalton 
here said, contemptuously, “ The fuse you 
found was merely a cigar-lighter.’ 
The po­ 
lice continued that they learned the where­ 
abouts of Dalton and his lodging-house by 
shadowing him to that address. _ They found 
upon him a diary, which contained a recipe 
for manufacturing fulminate of mercury aod 
other chemical compounds.

J. Kwakenburg, a resident of San Fran­ 
cisco, makes some grave charges against 
the master of the ship Jeremiah Thompson 
and the American Consul-General of Aus­ 
tralia. 
J. C. Flood has paid over the $400,000, 
the purchase price of the Lick property on 
Fourth and M arket streets. 
An order of 
distribution to the various charities is ex­ 
pected within thirty days. 
The Supervisors are discussing the ad­ 
visability of again requesting the Election 
Commissioners to call an election on the 
issuance of bonds in the snm of $250,000, 
instead of $500,000, so th at it may meet 
the approbation of the Mayor. 
The trial of the case of Charlotte A. 
Jones vs. The Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company has been concluded before Judge 
Sullivan and a jury, and a verdict was ren­ 
dered in favor of the defendant. 
The ac­ 
tion was to recover $25 000 damages for 
the death of Richard Henry Jones, who 
was run over by a train of cars in San 
Mateo county. 
The Treasurer Wednesday morning con­ 
tinued to pay the salary demands of the 
city employes for March. 
At 10 o’clock 
the Treasury Commissioners began their 
examination of the funds in the vaults of 
the treasury. 
Of the $100,000 in the gen­ 
eral fund on Monday morning, all but 
$10,000 had been paid out Tuesday night. 
On Wednesday this fund was replenished 
by adding $25,000 collected during March 
by the Tax Collector, and $52,723 collected 
during the same time from licenses.

W ords followed, and the staff 
of the Nexos, headed by Kim Wing, threw 
Chow down the stairs. 
The latter claimed 
in Court that Kim’s knuckles were not the 
regular journalistic knuckles, but brass 
ones, which nearly produced concussion of 
the brain from a blow on the forehead. 
Judge Lawler, evidently inclining to the 
opinion that Chow had been treated in the 
regular way, having failed to make out a 
case, he dismissed the action.
